Preamble to the Demands Said Russia 
Wanted to Guard Against Alien 
Interference—The Niu- 
Chwang Sanitary 
Board.

LONDON, May 5.—The preamble of 
the Russian demands in regard to Mar- 
churia, says the Peking correspondent of 
The Times, states that Russia and China 
have been friendly neighbors for over 
two centuries and have a conterminous 
frontier of 31000 miles. The interference 
of strangers in these mutually friendly 
relations would impair them, impeding a 
friendly settlement. Therefore Russia 
thinks it her duty to guard against alien 
interference especially as affecting Man- 
churia, where Russia has sacrificed 
thousands of lives and millions of money 
to pacify the country and restore the 
Chinese lawfu: authority. 

Russia declares that by right of con- 
quest she could annex Manchuria, but, 
as in 1881 she returned Ili (Kulja) to 
China, and last year the country between 
the Great Wall and Niu-Chwang, so now 
she will restore the provinces of Mukden 
and Kirin and the treaty port of Niu- 
Chwang, provided China gives pledges 
in regard to seven matters. 

Then follow the demands previously 


cabled. ‘ 
In reference to the sanitary board at 


Niu-Chwang the correspondent says Rus- 
sia demands that the Customs Commis- 
sioner and the customs physician be 
Russians, the board consisting of these 
two, together with the Customs Taotai, 
a bacteriologist, and a representative of 
the Russian railway. The Taotai is to 
find the requisite funds. 

In an editorial article to-day on the 
Russian demands as to Manchuria The 
‘Times says that if the Russians want to 
see what are the natural results of their 
latest diplomatic dealings with nations 
which mean what they say and expect 
others to mean what they say also they 
have only to consult the most authorita- 
tive organs of public opinion in the 
United States and England. They will 
also find that the offer of Count Cassini, 
the Russian Ambassador at Washington, 
to give the United States exclusive ad- 
vantages is offensive to America. Sha 
too, wants the front door open to all the 
worla on equal terms. The Times adds: 

“We trust that the Russian Govern- 
ment will loyally fulfill the existing 
promises in spite of the awkwardness 
which it must necessarily feel in disa- 
vowing the imprudent demands which 
we presume the excessive zeal of its local 
representative unfortunately led him to 
put forward, by command, as he ex- 
pressiy declares, of the Imperial Govern- 
ment.”

PEKING, May 4.—United States Minister 
Conger, W. B. Townley, the British Chargé 
@’Affaires, and M. Uchida, the Japanese 
Minister, have had several interviews re- 
cently with Grand Secretary Ching on the 
subject of the Russian Manchurian nego- 
tiations. Prince Ching at first was re- 
served, but he subsequently discussed the 
question with greater freedom. 

The document embodying the Russian de- 
mands is lengthy, and certain portions of 
it are vague, though its effect does not 
differ trom the synopsis first cabled. The 
text, instead of absolutely prohibiting the 
opening of new ports and the admission of 
more foreign Consuls, prohibits these steps 
being taken without Russia’s consent, 
which the interested parties construe as 
meaning the same thing. 

The assurances of the Russian Ambas- 
gador at London to the British Foreign 
Secretary, Lord Lansdowne, that the nego- 
tiations concerned Manchuria alone, are 
confuted by the text, which stipulates that 
the administration of Mongolia is to remain 
unchanged, and states vaguely that Rus- 
sian interests are paramount in North 
China, and that only Russians should be 
employed there. 

The clause particularly distasteful to the 
representatives of the interested powers is 
the prohibition against granting conces- 
sions or leases of land in the valley of the 
Jdjau River to other powers, which, it is 


asserted, Russia would take extreme meas- 
ures to prevent. 

The scheme for the Sanitary Commis- 
gion for Niu-Chwang provides that the 
Russian Consul and the Russian customs 
officiais shall be members, but does not 
refer to other Consuls. 

M. de Plancon, the Russian Chargé d’Af- 
faires, has issued a denial similar to the 
one issued from St. Petersburg, asserting 
that the only conditions formulated are 
those recessary for the protection of Rus- 
sian interests. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—The Chinese 
Minister called upon Secretary Hay to-day 
at the State Departmént and discussed the 
Manchurian situation with him. 

There is good reason to believe that the 
negotiations have taken a more favorable 
turn, and that the Russian coup which was 
sarees has been either abandoned or in- 
definitely postponed. It is understood that 
this involves no retreat on the part of the 
Russian Government from any position 
officially taken.

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RICH BUFFALO MAN 
SHOT BY HIS WIFE. 


John H. Costello, Lumber Merchant, 
Was Seriously Wounded— 
Couple Had Separated. 


BUFFALO, May 4.—John H. Costello, 
capitalist, mine owner, and lumber mer- 
chant, was shot in the back and seriously 
wounded this afternoon by his wife in the 
corridor on the fourth floor of the Pruden- 
tial Building. Immediately after the shoot- 
ing Mrs. Costello walked down to Police 
Headquarters and gave herself up. She is 
in a cell, although no charge has been pre- 
ferred against her and none will be lodged 
pending the result of Mr. Costello’s wound. 

The shooting was the outcome of years 
of infelicity and warfare in courts between 
the couple. The Costellos are well known 
in society. They have been separated for 
several years, and Mrs. Costello has made 
frequent attempts to gain possession of her 
children, 

The police say that Mrs. Costello opened 
the door to her husband’s office at 1:30 
P. M. and found him alone. 

“1 would like ® speak to you,” she said. 

Mr. Costello arose from his chair and 
walked toward the door. As he neared his 
wife she drew a pistol, supposedly from 
her pocket. Whether any words were 
spoken after that is not known. At the 
sight of the weapon Mr. Costelle brushed 
past his wife and started to run toward the 
west end of the hall. - 

Then Mrs. Costello fired. The first shot 
went wide. Instantly there was a second 
report. Mr. Costello threw up his hands 
and fell in the doorway of Room 426. Mrs. 
Costello disappeared as the occupants of 
other offices on the floor rushed from their 
places of business. One man who was in 
time to see Mr. Costello fall says he saw 
nothing of the woman after that. 

Mr. Costello was quickly carried into his 
own office. He was strong enough to stand 
up and talk. 

“Who did it?”’ asked one of the 
who had assisted him. 

‘“ Mrs. C—"’ was the answer. 

Mr. Costello was removed to the General 
Hospital and tHe police were notified of 
the shooting. While Assistant Superintend- 
ent Cusack was on his way to the Pruden- 
tial Building, Mrs. Costello walked into 
Police Headquarters and asked for Super- 
intendent Bull. When informed that Gen. 
Bull was out, Mrs. Costello said she would 
wait for him. She was recognized by one 
of the detectives at Headquarters, who at 
once notified Assistant Superintendent 
Cusack. 

“ Where 
shot your husband?” 
Mrs. Costello. 

*“*In my pocket,” she replied. 

Cusack reached into her pocket and drew 
out the pistol. 

‘Is that the gun?”’ asked Mr. Cusaack. 

“* Yes,’ was the reply. 

Upon this admission Mrs. Costello was 
locked up on an open charge. THe police 
tried to get more information from her, but 
she evaded all questions, and finally re- 
fused to answer. 

The surgeons at the hospital probed for 
the bullet in Costello's back for some time 
this’evening, but they were unable to locate 
it. The physicians, however, are hopeful 
of his recovery. Hé is resting easily to- 
night. 

Mr. Costello is one of the best-known 
and wealthiest men in Buffalo. He made 
a fortune in the lumber buSiness in Penn- 
sylvania, and has extensive copper mining 
interests in the West. He is about fifty- 
three years old, and for some time has been 
living with his children in the Lenox Hotel, 
on North Street. 

Mrs. Costello is forty-five years old. . She 
was allowed $100 a month alimony when 
divorce proceedings were instituted several 
years ago. Sir.ce that time the courts have 
been kept busy with the affairs of the 
coupie. The alimony proceedings dragged 
for some time. They were followed by a 
jong ‘fight for the custody of the three 
children, and Mr. Costello finally won 

Mrs. Costello was not inclined to give up 
the children without a further struggle, 
and about a year ago she visited the Ni- 
agara Hotel, where Mr. Costello was liv- 
ing, and made a disturbance. She had been 
ordered by the court prior to that time to 
keep away from her family, and after the 
trouble in the Niagara Hotel Mr. Costello 
had been hrought before a court on con- 
tempt proceedings. Justice Kenefick re- 
duced her alimony to $80 per month as pun- 
ishment for her disobedience.

J. Gould Seeking Control of 
Southwestern Fields.

DALLAS, Texas, May 4.—H. C. Frick, 
John W. Gates, and George J. Gould are 
forming the largest coal-land pool yet de- 
veloped in the Southwest. They have for 
some time had agents in the Choctaw Na- 
tion and other sections of the Indian Ter- 
ritory buying up every acre of land known 
to contain coal Much of this land is held 
by persons in Dallas, and agents of the 
pool have been here negotiating for pur- 
chases. 

A survey recently completed by Col. Taft 
of the Geological Survey shows that there 
are 440,000 acres of these lands in the 
Chectaw Nation alone, and the pool agents 
have offered to pay the Federal] Govern- 
ment $25 per acre for the entire area, ‘the 
money to go to the Indian funds. At pres- 
ent such of these lands as are being worked 
have been operated under lease. 

Now that the lands are to be allotted and 
sold for the Indians, the pool wishes to pur- 
chase all of them through negotiations with 
the Interior Department. Wherever compa- 
nies or individuals holding leases show an 


inclination to cause trouble an effort will be 
made to settle with them amicably. 

It is stated that the pool is not to act in 
common after the lands shall have been 
procured. Mr. Frick is to take the lands 
along the Fort Smith and Western Rall- 
road, Mr. Gates a tract in the eastern part 
of the Choctaw Nation, and Mr. Gould tne 
lands around McAlester. 

It is stated that Mr. Frick has recently 
made the statement that within a few years 
the entire Southwest and much of the West 
will have to depend entirely on the lands 
in the Choctaw Nation for coal and that a 
strong pool should manage the lands intel- 
ligently and economically in the matter of 
the output. / 


MILITIAMEN HAD. POOR FOOD.

/KENTUCKY LAWYER SHOT 


James B, Marcum a Victim of the 
Hargis-Cockrell Feud. 


Unknown Assassin Kills Him in Court 
House—Had Been Regarded as a 
“ Marked Man” for a Year. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., May 4.—Just after he 
had finished filing papers reopening the 
contested election cases of Breathitt County, 
James B. Marcum was shot and killed to- 
day by an unknown assassin. He fell in 
the front entrance of the Court House at 
Jackson, death being almost instantaneous, 
Within a few yards of the scene of this 
tragedy Town Marshal James Cockrell was 
shot down in July, the assassin being sta- 
tioned in the Court House in each instance. 

Marcum was counsel for the Fusionists 
who are contesting for the offices of Coun- 
ty Judge, Sheriff, and other,.places now 
held by Democrats. As a result of his 
efforts and his sympathy with the Cock- 
rell faction in the Hargis-Cockrell feud, he 
had for a year been generally regarded as 
a ‘“‘ marked man." Various plots to assassi- 
nate him have been -reported, and sworn 
to in affidavits. For seventy-two days last 
Fall he was a prisoner in his own home, 
not even daring to go out on his porch. 
Despite warnings Marcum resumed his in- 
terrupted practice some time ago, and felt 
secure in filing a motion to reopen the elec- 
tion cases which had imperilled his life 
months before. 

This morning he went to the Court House 
at Juckson and the papers were filed. 
tie walked from the Clerk's office to the 
front door of the Court House, and facing 
the street, engaged in conversation with 
Ben Ewing, a friend. The corrMor, stretch- 
ing out t the rear, was full of men. 
Ewing was half. leaning over Marcum’s 
shoulder. 

fhe men had been talking about three 
minutes when a shot rang out in the rear 
of the corridor. Marcum staggered, and as 
he sunk to the floor another shot. was fired. 
The first bullet entered the back to the 
righi of the spinal column, and passing 
through his breast, struck the door facing 
him. The next shot passed through the 
tup of his head. It was fired as he reeled. 

The shots appeared to come from a door- 
way or possibly from behind a door in the 
corridor, but as the passage was quickly 
cleared dmid great confusion no one seemed 
able to say accurately where the assassin 
was located A telegram from County 
Judge Hurris to-night says the assassin is 
stil! unknown, after a diligent search, and 
no arrests have as yet been made even on 
suspicion, 

Marcum’s body lay for ten minutes un- 
touched. Even his friends feared to oP 
proach the place. The body was finally 
picked up by friends and carried to a drug 
store opposite, and from there taken home. 
Some say they saw the assassin run out of 
the rear door, and it seems certain that the 
| murderer made his escape that way during 
the confusion, It is generally believed that 
the assassin was recognized by some people, 
but no one has thus tar had the courage to 
name him, though this question is on every 
one’s lips.

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DISPUTE WITH SALVADOR. 


Republic Has Ignored an Award Made 
to Americans—Decisive Action 
Probable. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Differences 
arising over the manner in which the spe- 
cial commission to pass on the El Triunfo 
claim performed its duty are likely to cul- 
minate in sharp: measures between the 
United States and the Republic of Salva- 
dor. 4 

The El Triunfo claim grows out of’ the 
failure in business of a syndicate of San 
Francisco capitalists who undertook to 
build docks and develop the harbor at the 
port of that name in Salvador. The Salva- 
dor Government, claiming that the Amert!- 
cans had not kept the conditions of the 
concession, confiscated their pgoperty. 
This action constitutes the basis of the 


claim. 

The commission consisted of Chief Jus- 
tice Sir Charles Strong of Canada, ex- 
Postmaster General Don M. Dickinson of 
Detroit, and Dr. Pacas of Salvador. The 
award was for over $500,000. 

When it was announced, Dr. Pacas de- 
clared that it was excessive and unjist, 
and denounced Chief Justice Strong, who, 
he said, was sick during the entire time 
the court of arbitration was sitting. The 
people of Salvador took the view of the 
matter suggested by their member of the 
court, and the congress of the republic has 
ignored the award and adjourned without 
making any appropriation to pay it. 

The State Department has received a dis- 
patch from Minister Merry announcing this 
failure of the Congress, and the next step 
in the matter is expected to be a decisive 
one. Whether a warship will be sent to 
seite some port in Salvador and collect the 
amount of the claim from the customs is 
not indicated by anything that has yet 
been said officially about the matter. 

Although little was said about Chief 
Justice Strong's ill-health at the time the 
commission was hearing the case, it has 
been alleged by the Salvadorean authori- 
ties since the announcement of the award 
that the Canadian jurist was so ill all the 
time he was in Washington that he should 
not have sat on the commission, and was 
wholly unfitted to give proper consideration 
to the important case. The deliberations 
of the commission were held at the Ar- 
lington Hotel, where the three members ol 
the body lived during the weeks they were 
in this citly. It is maintained by the Sal- 
vadoreans that Chief Justice Strong was 
unable to leave his room much of the time 
he was in. Washington. 

Cc, Walton, wno was one of Salvador’s 
attorneys in the case, protested to the com- 
mission against the award. His connection 
with the case ended there, however. He 
said to-day he knew nothing of the action 
of the Congress, further than what he had 
seen in the papers, and that he did not 
advise that the award of the commission 
be disregarded. 

Minister Lopez of Salvador said to-day he 
had received no advices from home, and 
had nothing to say of the matter. 

Members of the El Truinfo Company deny 
that the terms of the concession were not 
met. They allege that the Salvadorean 
Government discovered the concession was 


valuable and confiscated their property 
without cause.

Police Raid British-African Finance 
Company of Wall Street. 


Bondholders Were Promised Sixty Per 
Cent. a Year—Three Alleged 
Promoters Arrested. 


When the police raided the offices of the 
British-African Finance Company at 86 
Wall Street late yesterday afternoon and 
arrested three men and a girl stenographer 
who afterward was released, they broke up 
what they declare to be one of the most 
elaborate and successful ‘“ get-rich-quick ”’ 
syndicates that ever has operated in this 
city. The concern is said to have made up- 
ward of $100,000 in the last four months 
selling the bonds of what was termed the 
*“Nokanna Diamond Mines,” which they 
described as being located along the No- 
kanna River in the famous Blue Ground of 
South Africa, where the Kimberley mines 
are. Complaints lately have come to the 
police and to the Post Office officials from 
various parts of the country, and it was 
after investigating these complaints that 
the arrests were made. 

The threemen arrested are John J. Prince, 
fifty-five years old, of 5 East One Hun- 
dred and Sixth Street; Joseph E. Prince, 
his son, twenty-two*years old, of the same 
address, and Horace Blackmur, twenty-six 
years old, of 491 State Street, Brooklyn. 
The elder Prince described himself to the 
police as a ‘“‘manager,’’ while the other 
two men said they were brokers. The 
name of the stenographer was not made 
public by the police, as they released her. 
She was a decidedly pretty girl, of little 
more than twenty, and is said to have been 
an entirely innocent party to the enter- 
prise, 

The raid was made by Post Office In- 
spector H. M. Boyle, who has been work- 
ing on the investigation of the company 
for several weeks, assisted in the arrest by 
Capt. John Farrell, of the Old Slip Station, 
and by Detectives McConville, Clark, and 
Peabody of Inspector McClusky’s staff. 


The prisoners were put in a patrol wagon 
after the arrest, and, with a quantity of 
letters, pamphlets, prospectuses and other 
literature, were driven to Police Headquar- 
ters, where they were held on the charges 
of grand larceny and using the mails to 
defraud. They will be arraigned to-day 
either in the Tombs Police Court or before 
a United States Commissioner in the Fed- 
eral Building, according to whatever agree- 
ment the authorities reach this morning. 
Should the charge of grand larceny, an 
offense against the State laws, be thought 
the more easily proved, the Federal au- 
therities will waive their charge and allow 
the Central Office detectives to take their 
men to Police Court and press the charges 
there, Otherwise the stal authorities will 
act and press the matl fraud charge. This 
will not be decided upon until advices are 
received from Washington to-day. 


EXCITEMENT IN WALL STREET. 


The building at 6 Wall Street is one of 
the must conservative in the city in the 
matter of tenants,and therefore there was 
much’ excliement in the financial district 
when the police entered the building and 
word of the raid was passed about. The 
officers went right to the handsomely fur- 
nishe@ and fitted offices of the British- 
African Finance’ Company, whieh adver- 
used itself as the fiscal agent of the mines. 
inquiry "was made there for John B. Aus- 
tin, advertised as the manager of the con- 
cern. it was said ‘“Austin’’ was not there. 
Inquiry also was made for “Edward Har- 
tnon,’ and it was said he was not there 
either. Then the arrests followed, the men 
taken in making a protest that it was a 
mistake, but no further opposition. By the 
police it is said that both the elder Prince 
and Blackmur, respectively, have posed as 
the “‘Austin’ of the concern, or as ‘‘Har- 
mon,’ as the oecasion might require. 

The Postal authorities and the police 
sald last night that the “British-African 
Finance Company’’ was formed Jan. 21 of 
thig year, although the mines are said to 
have been in operation since 1896. The 
Nekanna Diamond Mines were freely ad- 
vertised as the richest in,the world, ex- 
ceeding by far the Kimberly mines, and 
Gividends of 5 per cent. a month were 
guaranteed to the investors. In many 
cases these dividends were paid for a few 
installments, the police say, with a desire 
to induce further investnfents from the 
same persons or their friends. 

In the circulars of the concern and .n 
their advertisements they gave among their 
references ‘‘ Edward Harmon & Co., bank- 
ers and brokers, of 82 Wall Street.” This 
firm was supposed to consist of Edward 
Harmon, D. P, Whiteley, and A. T. Britton, 
The police say that none of these persons 
exists, but that the firm. of ‘Harmon & 
Co.” actually conducted a business at the 
address given for some months, the elder 
Prince being the ‘*‘ Harmon” and Black- 
mur being the “Co.’’ Furthermore, it is 
said by the police that when *“‘ Harmon & 
Co."" went out of business, a few months 
ago, notice was left to forward all mail to 
the elder Prince at 6 Wall Street. 

Another reference given was the Empire 
Mercantile Agency of 318-320 Canal Street. 
This concern, the police declare, is con- 
ducted, by David J. Prince, a son of the 
elder Prince arrested and a brother of the 
younger Prince taken in by the _ police. 
‘he third reference was the “* British Bank 
of South Africa in London and Cape 
Town,” of which August’ Knollwood was 
said to be the President. The postal au- 
thorities have received word from old- 
established Cape Town banks and also from 
London financial institutions that there is 
no such bank in existence as the one given 
as a reference. There was a connection in 
Cape Town, however, to which letters ad- 
dressed to the bank as a reference went, 
for the postal authorities received a letter 
vonching for the “ British-African Finance 
Company,” in response to a letter of in- 
quiry from a supposed investor, which was 
sent as a lead. This replying letter was 
signed by ‘‘ A. Knollwood, President.’’ 


IMPOSING LIST’ OF DIRECTORS. 


In its circulars the finance company gave 
as its Directors the names of Sir Frederick 
Cammington, President; the Hon. Edmund 
L. Wallen, Vice President; J. Cameron 


Rogers, Secretary, and Hansell Taylor, 
Treasurer, with Sigmund Rothschild, Baron 
Heinrich von Prall, Thomas Kanney 
Brown, and Sir Charles Noble as the other 
Directors. Communications from Scotland 
Yard informed the police and postal au- 
thorities here that no such persons as those 
named in the circulars of the company 
exist in London or are known there at all 

Then the police called on Sir Percy San- 
derson, the British Consul General here, 
and through his efforts they obtained spe- 
cific information from London and South 
Africa that the Nokanna diamond mines do 
not exist, and that the enterprise in its 
entirety was a fraud. On receiving this in- 
formation the police and the postal author- 
ities agreed it was time to make arrests. 

William H. Bush of New London, .Conn., 
made an investment in the concern, and 
then informed the police. For a time he re- 
ceived his 5 - cent. monthly dividend, as 
also did W. LL. Askine of Kingsbury, Ohio; 
Dwight Loomis of Hartford, Conn., and D. 
J. Grimes of South Hadley, Mass. The 
amounts paid to the various persons as 
*‘dividends,”’ as far as the police know, 
ranged from $37.50 to $532. ‘Among the 
effécts taken was a iist of persons to whom 
such dividends were paid, and also a list of 
some 300 customers.

DEMAND FOR CLEVELAND. 


Republicans Impressed by the ex-Presi- 
dent’s “Boom”—New Yorkers 
Think it Probable That He 
Will Be Renominated.

ALBANY, May 4.—Probably the most in- 
teresting impression which New Yorkers 
have brought back from the dedication ex- 
ercises at St. Louis relates to the import- 
ance of the Cleveland ‘ boom.” 

From their observation of the reception 
given to Mr. Cleveland in the World Fair 
city the Republican politicians who formed 
part of the Governor’s party are convinced 
that Mr. Cleveland is now the leading can- 
didate for the Democratic nomination for 
the Presidency. They all agree that next 
to the fireworks, the Cleveland boom was 
the noisiest thing they heard in St. Louis. 

Mr. Cleveland, they say, shared the en- 
thusiasm of the crowds .equally with the 


President while Mr. Roosevelt was in the 
city, and when the President left it was 
“all Cleveland.” They declare that there 
could be no question as to the significance 
to be attached to the demonstrations for 
the ex-President everywhere he went, and 
they could only be explained upon the 
theory that the people expected him again 
to be a contestant for the Presidency. 

“Norman E. Mack’s declaration for 
Cleveland,” said a leading Republican poli- 
ticilan to-night, “‘simply means that Mr. 
Mack, who is an astute olitician, saw 
clearly. the direction in which the Demo- 
cratic procession is heading and decided to 
climb up on the bandwagon early so as to 
get a good seat.” 

Mr. Cleveland’s great reception in the 
West, following as it did right on the heels 
of the kindly expressions which his recent 
utterance on the negro question provoked 
from all parts of the South, indicates, the 
Republican politicians think, an awakening 
on the part of the Democrats of the coun- 
try to the belief that Mr. Cleveland is the 
one man with whom the Democracy might 
defeat Mr. Roosevelt. They point out that 
Mr. Cleveland has always been strong in 
the East, and if the West and South are 
even half way inclined to return to his 
leadership they do not see how his nomi- 
nation can be defeated. 

On the night of the fireworks exhibition 
at the fair grounds Speaker Nixon and 
Leader Rogers went out to the grounds in 
a carriage, and with them were two friends. 
As there was a terrible jam at the main 
gate, they drove to one of the side gates, 
where the crowd was less dense and which 
no carriages were being allowed to pass.

It is complete as to 
detail, and in the opinion of some of the 


best houses on the Street is satisfactory as 
to its showing of what has been accom- 
plished in the way of development and of 
what is now being done as to production 
and its cost. 

A feature rather rare in annual reports 
is, its statement, in a sense supplementary 
td the detailed figures for last year, of what 
was done in March by the Baltic Mine.

“It is quite true that the reports made 
by the company to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners do not set out the company’s true 
financial condition, in that they do not in- 
clude all of the obligations for which the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company is 
liable. My examination, however, does not 
disclose any liabilities which, if brought 
into the company’s balance sheet, would 
not necessarily be accompanied by assets 
of a corresponding valuation. The net re- 
sult, as affecting the surplus, therefore, 
would not be changed.

WABASH PLANS CHANGED?

Work Abandoned. on the Little Kana- 
wha Line—President, Blair Issues 
an Explanatory Statement.

BALTIMORE, May 4.—Information came 
from Parkersburg, West Va., to-day that 
work had been stopped upon the Little Ka- 
nawha Railroad, whiéh was to close 
an important gap between the West 
Virginia Central and the Wabash, It ex- 
cited much interest in Baltimore and Ohio 
and Western Maryland Railroad circles to- 
cay. Rival lines through West Virginla 
would greatly affect the Baltimore and 
Ohio. 

it was stated here that the abandonment 
of the Little Kanawha means that the Wa- 
bash intends to reach the Western Mary- 
land Railroad by a direct route over the 
mountains from Pittsburg to the Western 
Maryland somewhere between Shippens- 
burg, Penn., and Cherry Run, West’Va., in- 
stead of using the rather circuitous route 
to the west which would be furnished by 
filling in the gaps to connect the West- 
ern Maryland, the West Virginia Central, 
and the Wabash by the Little Kanawha 
route. 

That there is to be no abandonment in 
the plans to have the Wabash reach Balti- 
more is evident in the pushing of the tide- 
water extension work here. Plans have 
been made for four steel bridges on the 
line, and bids have been asked.

Accountant Teele’s Supplementary Re- 
port on the Alleged Overcharges. 


At the request of Mr. Jerome, the ac-

He says be at first was prejudiced 
against granting the motion as unneces- 
sary in such an action. The affidavits and 
other parts of the record in the action, he 
says, changed his views. A pase of this 
record consists of a bound volume of the 
ress clippings connected with the case, 
n concluding the Justice says: 

**No matter who or what the defendant 
may be in an application of this kind, his 
personal equation to the court is as a ci- 
pher; the principle involved is everything, 
and this practice of public officials grant- 
ing interviews pending trials, and in the 
public press actually trying and convicting 
defendants before they are arraigned ac- 
cording to proper procedure, is an abuse 
that Is assuming vast proportions as shown 
by this case, and unless speedily corrected 
will work great évils, not any of which is 
more to be deplored than that which com- 
pels the court to assume the yposition it 
does in disposing of this motion.

MRS. PRUNIER GETS A DIVORCE. 


Noted Case in Vermont Ends in Success 
for a Woman Whose Husband 
Was Alienated.

BURLINGTON, Vt., May 4.—After| five 
years of litigation, including a contest for 
a one-million-five-hundred-thousand-dollar 
estate, a verdict of $15,000 for alienation of 
affections, prosecution of Mr. Prunier for 
kidnapping his own son, and a police search 
for would-be poisoners, Mrs. Melvina Pru- 
nier to-day was granted a divorce from 
Frederick Prunier. 

Mrs, Lillian Campbell, the alleged widow 
of W. C. Campbell, a wealthy wall-paper 
manufacturer, was named as co-respond- 
ent. Prunier was a Vermont boy, who 
studied medicine until his hearing failed, 
and he had to accept employment as a 
nurse. He was engaged to nurse Mr. Camp- 


bell. 

Mrs. Lillian Ash had already 
herself as Campbell's housekeeper and pro- 
tector, When Campbell died he left her his 
estate of $1,500,000, save a legacy of $75 
to his daughter, Mrs. Estelle 8. Soloman, 
Mrs. Campbell, as she called herself, en- 
gaged Prunier as her private secretary. 

Some of the testimony tn the will contest 
promotes Mrs. Prunier, who had remained 
n Burlington while her husband was purs- 
ing away from home, to sue Mrs. Campbell 
for $75,000 for alienating Prunier’s affec- 
tions, She got a fifteen-thousand-dollar 
verdict. Then followed an attempt to kid- 
nap her infant son. 

Prunier was arrested on a confession of 
his step-mother that the two had conspired 
to kidnap the boy. Shortly afterward Mrs. 
Prunier was barely saved from death by 
poison, and there was evidence of a plot 
to kill her. Prunier has remained in Mrs. 
Campbell's service as peryate secretary and 
manager of her extensive business interests. 
His family lived in straitened circumstances 
in Burlington until the $15,000 verdict was 
received. 


KELLER VISITS JEROME. 


District Attorney Then Says Case 
Against the Rev. C. A. Alden 
Could Be Reopened. 


ix-Commissioner of Charities John W. 
Keller called on District Attorney Jerome 
yesterday and had a long talk with him re- 
garding the case of the Rev. Charles A. 
Alden, who was Acting Treasurer of the 
Charities Department under Commissioner 
Keller during the last Tammany régime. 

Mr. Alden disappeared from public view 
in December, 1901, after a shortage was 
discovered which, at the time, was stated 
to have been $26,000. Subsequently, he was 
indicted for grand larceny, on a specific 
charge of having misappropriated $400. His 
whereabouts were not known until recently, 
when he surrendered himself, and was ad- 
mitted to ball in $2,000, A couple of weeks 
ago his counsel went before Judge Mc- 
Mahon in the Court of General Sessions 
and secured a dismissal of the indictment. 

Mr. Jerome, after his talk with ex-Com- 
missioner Keller, said: 

‘The motion for dismissal was made on 
the ground of lack of evidence. It was op- 
posed by the District Attorney’s office, but 
the court took the view of the defense. In 
my opinion, there is enough evidence now 
to sustain a charge against the Rev. Mr. 
Alden, and I can secure the permission of 
the court to submit the case to another 
Grand Jury simply by making the motion 
and other proper representations.” 

Mr. Jerome declined to say what line of

SAVED SIXTY-FIVE AT SEA

Volunteer Crew from the Saint 
Andrew Rescued Fishermen. 


Seven Men Had Been Lost from the 
Sans Souci When the Liner 
Appeared. — 


The Phoenix liner St. Andrew, from 
Antwerp, steamed into this port yesterday 
having on board sixty-five French fisher- 
men whom a gallant boat’s crew from the 
liner had rescued off the banks of New- 
foundland last Tuesday. The fishermen 
were the survivors of the original comple- 
ment of 72 men and boys who had sailed 
from San Malo, France, on March 28, 
aboard the brig Sans Souci for the fishing 
banks of Newfoundland, Of the seven who 
were lost, six were washed overboard by 
@® great sea that swept over the fishing 
boat on April 25, while the other poor fel- 
low, Boatswain Lagadeuc, was crushed by 
a wave that fractured his spine. 

It was about 5:30 A. M, last Tuesday that 
the St, Andrew’s lookout sighted the dis- 
tressed Sans Souci. Great seas were run- 
nig at the time, while the wind blew with 
terrific fury, staggering a boat as strong 
and seaworthy as the Poenix craft, The 
brig was plunging about in the tremend- 
ous seas, and it required but a glance to 
see how desperate was her plight. With- 


out a moment's delay the St. Andrew was 
brought about, but it was four hours after 
the Sans Souci had been sighted before 
the navigators of the rescuing vessel could 
get the big steamship in osition where 
it was possible to take off the almost 
starved and half frozen fishermen. 

After manoeuvring to a_ favorable posi- 
tion to windward, Capt. Fitzgerald of the 
liner called for volunteers to man the life- 
bout. Many responded, but the crew chosen 
consisted of Chief Officer Hobbs, Boat- 
swain O’Brien, and Seamen Berg, Petersen, 
Jansen, Kuncher, Olsen, and Johnson. The 
boat was safely launched, and then fol- 
lowed a desperate struggle of ten minutes 
before the cockleshell was alongside the 
brig. Hobbs knew enough French to make 
the men on the Sans Souci understand that 
they would have to jump for the boat. 
Everybody started to jump at once, but a 
warning wave of Hobbs’s hand stayed the 
stampede, but not quick enough to prevent 
enough half-famished Frenchmen to scram- 
ble aboard to almost swamp the little 
craft. After a thrilling trip over high seas, 
the rescuers managed at last to get along- 
side the liner. 

A rope ladder was swung down the side 
of the St. Andrew and the fishermen were 
told to climb aboard. They were too feeble 
to do so, however, and had to be hoisted to 
the deck. 

It required three trips of the lifeboat to 
complete the work of rescue, the last man 
taken off the Sans Souci being Capt. Louis 
Guyomard, who stared behind to scuttle 
tne brig, advice to that effect being given 
him by Hobbs. 

AS Berg and Jansen cleared the rail aft- 
er the last trip it was seen that each had 
in his arms a little black spaniel, As a 
sort of token of their gratitude, the Sans 
Souci survivors afterward presented the 
dogs to the St. Andrew, and the dogs are 
on the liner now. 

During the rescue one of the fishermen 
came near losing his life. The man was 
very feeble, and while standing in the life- 
boat, having passed around him the ye 
by which he was to be hauled on board, he 
lost his balance through sheer weakness 
and fell into the water. He was quickly 
rescued by Hobbs and O'Brien. 

Capt, Guyomard said that for three days 
and nights he and his men had _ been with- 
out food or drink. They were heading for 
Labrador when he sighted a great pack ot 
ice. He looked for a lane in it through 
which he could pass, and_ finding none, 
headed out to sea again. Then came the 
terrific gales. The seas swept over his 
boat incessantly, and the head winds bat- 
tered him about at will. Then the brig 
sprang a leak, and the men were put to 
work at the pumps. For a time they suc- 
ceeded in keeping the water down, but it 
soon began to gain, and when the rescue 
was made it measured seven feet in the 
hold. The water melted the salt carried to 
preserve fish dnd“tobsters, and this added 
to the discomforts of the men, the brine 
causing many of them great pain by get- 
ting into cuts received during the struggle 
with gale and sea. They had almost given 
up hope when the St. Andrew_was sighted. 
Those of his men who-were lost, he said, 
were Louls Redon, Trevinaol, Priac, Severe 
Duguily, Beyo, Tilly, and Lagadeuc. 

The Sans Souci was thirty years old, ana 
registered 280 tons. The survivors will be 
sent back to France by the French Consul 
General in this city. 


WRECKED CREW REACH PORT. 


Capt. J. O. Johanssen and the crew of 
fourteen men of the bark Record of Pors- 
grund, Norway, which sailed from Darien, 
Ga., on April 14, bound to Fleetwood, were 
brought to port last night on the White 
Star liner Victorian from Liverpool, 

When the Victorian was five days out 
fom Liverpool, on April 29, the Reeord, 
with her foremast gone and mainsail and 
maintopsail hanging loose, was sighted. There 
was no sign of life aboard the derelict. On 
the evening of the same day—six hours later 
—the French a brigantine Printemps 
of Redon, flying signals of distress, was 
sighted. 

Capt. Cavin of the Victorian sent a boat 
alongside the brigantine. It was found that 
she had aboard the crew of the Record, 
which had been taken off when the vessel 
was in a sinking condition on April 28. 

It was thought advisable by the two mas- 
ters to have the shipwrecked crew trans- 
ferred, as the Printemps had only suffi- 
cient provisions for her own crew, and 
would not make port for some time. 

The Record was a bark of 980 tons, and 
was owned by Nielsen & Backa of Pors- 
grund. She carried a cargo of lumber. 


PERSECUTION OF JEWS. 


Although several speakers disappointed 
the large audience that assembled in Cooper 
Union last evening to express indignation 
for the massacre of the Jews in Kishineff 
on the Russian BDaster, speakers enough 
were there who denounced the Czar and the 
Russian Government for permitting the 
outrage. The cruelties perpetrated during 
the three days, it is said, resulting in the 
death of 100 Jews, the wounding of 600 
women, children, and old men, and the 
destruction of the homes of all Jews in the 
place, said to number about 25,000, were 
spoken of as resembling the St, Bartholo- 
mew riots in Paris in the sixteenth century, 
differing only in this, as one speaker put it, 
“that the victims at that time were merely 
killed, not tortured.” 

Efforts to raise a fund for the homeless 
Jews in Kishineff were made at the meet- 
ing, $200 being subscribed. Louis Miller, 
Joseph Barondess, Herbert. Casson, Ed- 
ward King, and Abraham Kahn delivered 
addresses.

Reports of an Extensive Massacre Un- 
_teve—Turkish Troops Dislike to 
Fight the Albanians.

LONDON, May 5.—A special corre- 
spondent of The Times, wiring from Sa- 
lonika, says affairs are still unsettled, 
and it is impossible to obtain accurate 
information of What has taken and is 
taking place. The reports of an exten- 
sive,massacre, however, are untrue. The 
total Bulgarian casualties are probably 
considerably ‘less than a hundred. 

The majority of all nationalities are 
agreea that the Turkish troops have be- 
haved with singular self-restraint 
throughout the period of intense indig- 
nation against the Bulgarian commit- 
tees. 7 

The correspondent says he witnessed 
personally on Sunday morning a second 
attempt to destroy the telegraph office. 
A man who was trying to force his way 
past the entrance was stopped by a sen- 
tty, thrown down, and shot. A bomb 
and some dynamite cartridges were 
found on the body. 

Twenty Albanian prisoners were 
brought to Salonika on Saturday from 
Prizren. They are to be conveyed to 
Censtantinople. One is said to be a chief 
of some importance. 

The Sofia correspondent of The Times 
gays there appears to be considerable 
dissatisfaction among the Turkish troops 
at the prospect of fighting their Alban- 
jan co-religionists. So far as possible the 
Asiatics employed in Albania are being 
détained on garrison duty. The Asiatic 
troops learned during their fortnight’s 
stay in Verisovich that it was intended 
that they should fight for the Christian 
cause against Mussulmans, and it is 
stated that a mutinous spirit exists in 
every battalion, but an outbreak is not 
expected unless the Albanian resistance 
is stubborn, 

Hilmi Pasha, the Inspector General, is 
confident that the Albanian trouble will 
not be prolonged. He believes it will be 
possible to remove most of the Albanian 
leaders to Constantinople, Where rich 
presents and brilliant appointments 
await them, and that afterward the op- 
position of the clansmen will collapse. 

The Sultan countermanded an order 
for an expedition to start last week. He 
was alarmed by the threat of the Al- 
banians to murder the commission of di- 
vines and to retreat to Servian territory 
if. attacked.

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 4—There was 
another bomb explosion at Salonika yes- 
terday, but, apparently, no damage was 
done. 


ROME, May 4.—According to news re- 
ceived here from Salonika, the arrival there 
of an Italian squadron has contributed to 
the ré-establishment of confidence among 
the foreigners. Further disturbances are 
not. ef{pected. 

The Italian commander has given in- 
Structions for the effective protection of 
his countrymen in case of need. Italy will 
act in accord with the other powers.

KING EDWARD LEAVES FRANCE. 
M. Loubet and the Parisians Bid Him a 
Cordial Farewell—French Warships 


in His Honor at Cherbourg. 


PAKIS, May 4.~King Edward left the In- 
valides railroad station on his way to Cher- 
bourg before noon to-day, amid the boom- 
ing of 100 cannon and the acclamations of 
an enormous crowd of people. The cere- 
monies at his Majesty’s departure were on 
the same elaborate_and spectacular scale 
as on his arrival here. 

President Loubet in a State coach called 
at the British Embassy and drove with the 
King through the avenues, on both sides of 
which troops and large crowds were 
massed. His Majesty wore the uniform of 


a British Admiral, In a carriage following 
that of the King and the President were 
Premier Combes and Foreign Minister Del- 
cassé, the lutter wearing for the first time 
the Grand Cross of the Victorian Order, be- 
os upon him yesterday by. King Ed- 
ward, 

There was a continuous roar of “ Vive le 
Roi!" along the route, through the Avenue 
de Marigny, over the Pont Alexandre IIL., 
to the ksplanade des Invalides. The sta- 
tion wads sumptuously decorated with crim- 
son and gold hangings and the British and 
French colors. Tne band of the Republican 
Guard, stationed on the platform, played 
‘*‘God Save the King" at the moment of 
his Majesty's departure. 

The tinal adieus were extremely cordial, 
the King and President Loubet holding a 
long and intimate farewell conversation. 
Then the King saluted the officers, bowed 
and smiled to the cheering crowd, entered 
the train, and departed for Cherbourg, 
where a French squadron was waiting to 
render him faretveli honors, s 

President Loubet has received from King 
Edward the following telegram, sent from 
Cherbourg: 

** Before leaving French soil I desire once 
more warmly to thank you for the friendly 
welcome you, your Government, and the 
French people have accorded to me in 
France and during my sojourn in Paris, the 
thought of which neyer will be effaced 
from my memory.” 

Although, King Edward has left the 
city, the Parisians are still making merry 
vver his visit. Open air dancing ts in fuli 
progress all over Paris, and it is accom- 
panied by the usual popular rejoicings cus- 
tomary during such celebrations. The 
merrymakers are favored with mild, spring- 
like weather, and promise to keep up their 
revels until dawn. 

CHERBOURG, May 4.—King Edward's 
train arrived here at 6 o'clock this evening. 
A salute of 101 guns was fired from the 
fort in hcnor of his Majesty. Care was ex- 
ercised in bringing the train through Cher- 
bourg to prevent the King being incom- 
moded by the crowd. At all the places 
through which the train passed on its way 
from Paris crowds assembled and cordially 
greeted his Majesty with cheers. ad 

A second salute was fired when King 
Edward entered the arsenal, and when he 
descended from the train military honors 
were pald him and the band played ** God 
Save the King.” : 

The King was met by Admiral Couchard 
and other local officials; with whom he ex- 
changed a few words. He embarked on a 
launch belonging to the maritime authori- 
ties and was conveyed to the Victoria and 
Albert, the royal yacht, 

The Kine will spend the night on board 
the royal yacht, which will sail for Eng- 
land to-morrow morning. 


DISCUSSING IRISH LAND BILL. 


House of Commons Begins Debate on 
the Measure—Government Willing 
to Consider Amendments. 


LONDON, May 5.—The Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, the Right Hon. George Wynd- 
ham, yesterday formally moved the second 
reading of the Irish Land bill in the House 


of Commons. 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, 
ing the motion, said that never before 
since the Act of Union had an English 
Minister had such a chance as Mr. Wynd- 
ham now had. The landlords and tenants 
were in complete agreement on almost all 
the essential points. The Irish Party had 
returned to Westminster with a mandate 
from the people upon this bill, fortified by 
a vote of confidence. If Mr. Wyndham re- 
fused the reasonable amendments sanc- 
tioned by both the landlords and tenants 
the Lrish Party would wash (their hands of 
all responsibility. If the bill was rejected 
the Irish people would be driven back into 
the “eld hell of warring passions and con- 
flicting hopes." With all his heart he 
prayed that such a state of things would 
not arise. It would be little short of tragic 
were the Government to throw away the 
golden opportunity, which once lost might 
not return for a lifetime. 

. H. Coghill (Conservative) and Sir 
George Bartley (Conservative) respectively 
moved and seconded the rejection of the 
bill. 

Premier Balfour spoke in support of the 
measure, He maintained that State-aided 
land purchage had been the principle of the 
Unionists for twenty years. They had re- 
sisted Mr. Gladstone's bill because it was 
inextricably bound up with home rule. 
The security for the loan was ample, and 
the idea of the Irish repudiating their ob- 
ligations was imaginary. The bill was not 
intended to make people loyal or to make 
them home rulers or unionists. It was 
simply intended to substitute a good sys- 
tem of land tenure for a bad one, and to 
cure a festering sore. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman,' the 
Liberal leader, said the terms of the bill 
should be closely investigated in commit- 
tee. They Were not satisfactory as set 
forth in the bill. ¥ 

T. W. Russell (Liberal Unionist) support- 
eda the second reading, although he said he 
disliked some of the complicated arrange- 
ments of the bill. ; 

John Dillon impressed upon the Govern- 
ment that the amendments drafted by the 
National Convention were the minimum of 
the Irish popular demand. 

The Attorney Genera) for Ireland, the 
Right Hon. John Atkinson, said the Gov- 
ernment had no reason to be dissatisfied 
with the debate, and that it was prepared 
to give fair and candid consideration to all 
the amendments. 

The debate was then adjourned.

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THE KAISER’S VISIT TO ROME. 
His Majesty Reviews 25,000 Italian 
Troops and Receives the Members 
of the Diplomatic Corps. 


ROME, May 4.—Owing to the recent 
heavy rains, the military review in Em- 
peror William’s honor to-day did not take 
place on the regular parade ground, but 
at Centocelle, on a large plain five miles 
from this city, a picturesque spot stretch- 
ing to the Campagna and near the ruined 
aqueducts, The troops numbered about 
25,000. Emperor William recalled the fact 
that on the same field he had reviewed 
50,000 men with the late King Humbert. 

Notwithstanding the distance of Cento- 
celle from Rome, it was estimated that 100,- 
000 persons gathered to witness the mag- 
nificent spectacle, The two sovereigns, the 
two German Princes, four Italian Princes 
and their suites, and 300 officers in brilliant 


uniforms, their accoutrements sparkling 
in the sun, formed a picture brillfant in 
the extreme. 

Queen Helena witnessed the review from 
a State carriage. Her Majesty and the 
other members of the royal party were 
heartily cheered. 

The Emperor showed great interest in 
the bearing of the troaps, and highly com- 
mended the famous Bersaglieri regiments. 

After the review the Emperor and _his 
sons lunched at the German Embassy. The 
Palazzo Caffarellil, as the Embassy is 
known, was bright with flowers. No wo- 
inen were present, owing to the absence of 
the German Empress, and to the fact that 
the German Ambassador is not married. 
Among those present were the Italian 
Foreign Minister, A@miral Morin; 'Chan- 
cellor von Billow, Prince Colonna, Count 
von Waldersee, and the two German 
Princes. 

To-day Emperor William received in pri- 
vate and separate audience the members 
of the Diplomatic Corps in order of senior- 
ity. United States Ambassador Meyer was 
fourth on the list. The conversation be- 
tween him and his Majesty lasted for some 
time, and was quite confidential, but it 
can be said that the Emperor asked about 
President Roosevelt and charged the Am- 
bassador to send the President his re- 
spects. His Majesty inquired regarding 
Mr. Roosevelt’s health. He recalled hav- 
ing met Mr. Meyer at the Kiel regatta’ last 
year, when the schooner yachts all sailed 
in one class. He explained that this year 
the regatta would be so arranged that the 
schooners would sail in different classes 
in order to give his American schooner an 
opportunity of showing what she can do. 

At to-day’s sitting of the Chamber of 
Deputies the President, Signor Biancheri, 
said he considered it his duty to inform the 
Chamber that he had had the honor to be 
presented by King Victor Emmanuel to 
Emperor William, to whom he had con- 
veyed the respectful homage of the Cham- 
ber. He also expressed the great satisfac- 
tion of the nation upon this, the third visit 


} of Emperor William to Italy and the Ital- 


ian King, which, he said, was a sincere 
manifestation of the lively sentiments of 
affection and friendship uniting the Italian 
and German nations,

The remaining forty-eight 
members of the class have confessed, and 
it remains to be determined what will be 
cone in their causes. The discovery came as 
an investigation by Second Deputy Com- 
missioner Piper, due to a letter received 
some time ago by Conimissioner Greene. 

Capt. Piper called before him the last 
class of probaticners to have become full- 
fledged patrolmen—fifty-one in all, whose 
dismissals from the school as graduates 
dated from April 5. The men were formed 
in line outside of Capt. Piper's office and 
called in one by one, questioned, and sent 
out by another door so that they might not 
have a chunce’ to tell their comrades what 
happened. 

Capt. Piper said yesterday that all but 
three had confessed to him that two of 
their number—Patrolmen George J. Snyder 
and John C. Hickey—had obtained $1 fromi 
each member of the class for a “pres- 
ent’ to the Sergeant’s wife. All due care 
was taken, according to these concurrent 
stories, not to wound the susceptibilities of 
Sergt. Schauwecker. The money was not 
even handed to the Sergeant’s wife by Sny- 
der, who collected it, but was turned over 
by Snyder to Hickey and given by the lat- 
ter to (he intended recipient. 

Capt. Piper then called Sergt. 
wecker and outlined the evidence. The Ser- 
geant confessed that from June 16, 1902, 
when he assumed command of the school 
of instruction, until he became second to 


Captain, now Inspector, Smith in that of- 
fice, und again after the latter's promo- 
tion once more put him in his old aes. he 
had arranged for the presents to his wife. 
The only justification offered was that the 
making of such presents had been a cus- 
tom of the past honored by long observ- 
ance, a little formality none had thought it 
necessary to depart from, when a new state 
of things came to pass within the Police 
Department. 

Just how much may have been collected 
Schauwecker has hardly been deter- 
mined, According to Capt. Piper, during 
1002 there were 500 graduates from the 
school, including about 200 since the Ist of 
January, 1903. As Sergt. Schauwecker was 
in command onty since the June class was 
turned out, a rough estimate of the value 
of his wite’s presents was set at $400.

HERLIHY ASKS MORE TIME. 


Accused Captain Says He Has No Money 
to Employ Counsel, and Court 
May Assign One. 


The case of Capt. John D. Herlihy, who 
is to be brought to trial for the third time 
on a charge of willful neglect of duty for 
failing to suppress disorderly resorts in the 
“ Red Light District,”’ headed the calendar 
of Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court yesterday.

Both the juries in my former trials practi- 
cally exonerated me, for while there was a 
disagreement in each case, the majority of 
votes were In my favor.” 

Capt. Herlihy then asked to have his case 
adjourned for six months, to enable him to 
go out and earn money ehough to employ

BANK THAT DISHONORED 
CHECKS SUED FOR $25,000. 


Plaintiff Company Asserts That Mistake 
in Crediting a Deposit Caused 
Loss of Standing. 


Papers were served on the State Bank, 
at 378 Grand Street, yesterday, in an ac- 
tion for $25,000 damages, brought by Jacob 
Marks, as attorney for the Novelty Plait- 
ing Company of 70-74 West Houston Street. 

The complaint charges that between April 
10 of this year the State Bank 
‘maliciously, negligently, willfully, and 
wrongfully refused to pay the checks of 
the company, although the company had 
sufficient money on deposit with the bank.”’ 
It is declared that by returning these 
checks unpaid the benk stamped the com- 
pany, in the eyes of the business world, as 


a concern trylag to impose bad checks on 
its customers. 

It is asserted that in last February a de- 
posit of some $300 was made at the bank 
for the credit of the firm. ‘The deposit 
was entered in the deposit passbook, but 
on March 1, when the bankbook was writ- 
ten up, this de posit did not appear to the 
firm’s credit. The complaint asserts that 
the attention of the Lank was called to this 
omission, but that ne attenifon was paid 
to the notice. On April 1, when the book 
again was written up,’it is said that credit 
had not even then been given for this 
three-hundred-dollar deposit, and again at- 
tention was celled to the fact, but without 
effect. 

According to the papers, several checks 
were issued by the Novelty Plaiting Com- 
pany on April 10, and given out in pay- 
ment of various debts due. These checks 
were presented to the bank in the regular 
course of business between April 10 and 
15, but they were dishonored, the bank not 
yet having rectified the mistake on its 
books. Upon learning of conditions on 
April 15, the company immediately de- 
posited a further $1,000 with the bank, noti- 
fied the institution om of the failure to 
credit the February deposit, and then as- 
certained, it is declared, that the bank had 
credited the deposit to another depositor. 
After making this additional one-thousand- 
dollar deposit, the company informed all 
checkholders to again present their checks, 
and one of them, A. J. Blum, re-presented 
a check for $164, sending it twice to the 
bank on April 15, and each time it was re- 
fused.

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RELIANCE IN LIGHT AIRS 
= New Yacht Did Not Display Re- 
_ -markable Drifting Qualities. 


Columbia, Sailing Fast and Smoothly, 
Salutes Rival as They Pass in 
Opposite Directions. 


The Reliance went out for another spin 
Yesterday afternoon, but her work added 
nothin= to what is already known of her 

. qualities. The trial was almost wholly 
in light airs, although at one time it 
breezed up sufficiently to curl up-a few 
whitecaps on the surface of the Sotind. Al- 
though there was no way to determine her 
exact speed, her light-air performance of 
yesterday afternoon did not show that she 
has the remarkable drifting ability dis- 
played*two years ago by Constitution. The 
new yacht carried an intermediate club- 
topsail over her lower canvas, and tried on 
@ néw mainsail, which hung“loose along 
the leach and bagged between each of 
the four battens. It was cut straighter on 
the leach than the one which was used 
first, but it flapped continually during the 
Bpin, and undoubtedly was 4 retarding 
factor. The forestaysail also failed. to draw 
properly, and the #%b was drawn out into 
a heel at the clew. j 

The. Columbia hove into, sight while the 
Reliance was out, and her perfectly fitting 
suit of canvas contrasted strongly with 
that of Reliance. The famous facer came 
own from City Island, reaching past Ex- 
ecution Light in a breeze which at that 


time had strengthened to eight or nine 
knots, and going through the water smooti- 
ly and with remarkable ease and grace. 
The Reliance at the same time came past 
Premium Point to meet her, running before 
the wind with spinnaker and balloon jib- 
topsail, but her movements seemed slug- 
gish compared to Columbia's. The cham- 
ion, as she passed to southward of the 
eliance, dipped her flag to her latest rival, 
and it-was answered in like manner. The 
Constitution remained all day at her an- 
‘chorage in Glen Cove. ‘ 
The Reliance, which anchored Sunday 
in Glen Cove on account of rough water at 
her New Rochelle moerings, was towed 
back by the Sunbeam at 9:30 yesterday 
morning. There was a haze over the 
Sound’ all morning, but the threatening 
clouds disappeared at noon, and at 1 o'clock 
the new mainsail was hoisted, followed by 
an intermediate clubtopsail, a larger one 
than she has yet worn. The headsails had 
been sent up in stops during the morning, 
nnd at 2 o’clock she cast off to starboard. 
Wearing around, she started off on the 
mt tack, heading across the Sound. The 
reeze, which was very light, came from 
the southeast, and was not of sufficient 
strength to heel her over even under her 
lofty rig, which, from the deck to the tip 
of the clubtopsail sprit measured nearly 
170 feet. At 2:05 She broke out a baby jib- 
topsail, and two minutes later she came 
about slowly, then yawed off, reaching to 
northward. She still stood up straight as 
am church, although she hac the wind 
abeam. When she hauled into the wind, a 
moment later, she seemed to pick up more 


Speed. 

The wind had shifted somewhat to the 
mortheast when, at 2:13, the yacht took the 

rt tack. The sea-was getting smoother, 

ut at times the lofty clubtopsail and the 
baby jibtopsail, which set very well, caught 
wecasional puffs, and the Reliance shot 
ghead with great speed. At 2:18 she went 
about on the starboard t@ck, and the faulty 
leach of the mainsail was particularly no- 
ticeable as the boat went on a long reach 
past Larchmont. The breeze had freshened 
considerably, and she worked her way 
down beyond Larchmont in five-minute 
tacks until 2:58, when she went on the 
port tack, a minute later squaring away 
and breaking a balloon seopene. The 
spinnaker was set at 3:05, and the Reliance 
raced along beforethe wind until 3:12, when 
the spinnaker came in. She hauled up a 
little into the wind, and the balloon jibtop- 
sail came down at 3:20. Two minutes later 
the boom was hauled down, and the Re- 
jiance bore away on the port tack in the 
direction of Red Spring Point, on the Long 
Island shore. She held this tack until 3:42, 
when she took another short tack. At 
4:02. she jibed, and a minute later set a 
spipnaker and headed west for her moor- 


ings. 

Fhe Columbia, with a gafftopsail set over 
her lower sails, passed Execution Light at 
4:25, heading east and moving rapidly along 
with a grace that none of her rivals pos- 
sesses. She met Reliance at 4:37, passing 
to the southward and hidden for a moment 
by the new yacnht's immense cloud of can- 
vas. A minute later she tacked astern of 
Reliance, and, filling away on the port 
tack, headed for Glen Cove. Rellance’s 
spinnaker came in at 4:39. Two minutes 
later she jibed, and, picking up her moor- 
ings at 4:47, made fast at 4:50. 


PASTIME CLUB TO MOVE. 


Athletes Receive Notice of Sale of 
Grounds They Have Occupied 
for Twenty-six Years. 


After a continuous occupancy of twenty- 
six years’ duration, during “which time it 
has become the second athletic organiza- 
tion of the city in age, membership, and 
activity, the Pastime Athletic Club has 
received notice to vacate its grounds at 

/ East Sixty-fifth Street and Avenue A, The 
entire property, which is a part of the 
Schermerhorn estate, and comprises two 
entire city blocks, has been bought by John 


D.« Rockefeller as a site for the proposed 
Laboratory for Medical Research, and the 
club, in consequence, must move. 

** We have been told that we may remain 
until Aug. 1,” said A. J. Murberg, the 
President of the club, yesterday, *“‘and we 
may be able to remain longer, but we 
cannot be certain of possession beyond that 
date. It all depends upon when work is 
begun to prepare the land for the proposed 
laboratory. if it is decided to begin opera- 
tions in the Fall, we will have to go out in 
August. If, on the other hand, it should 
be decided to defer the beginning of the 
work until next Spring, we would be able 
to finish out the present season in our 
old home,”’ 

“When we do more we shall not go any 
further than possible, as the bulk of our 
membership is drawn from the upper east 
side, and if we should move to a distance 
out in Long Island or up in the Bronx, for 
example, we should lose a great many 
members. We are now considering three 
different pieces of property, all on Man- 
hattan Island and with convenient reach 
of most of our members, and expect to 
close a lease of one of them very soon. 

“The club has occupied its present 

rounds since its organization, in 1877. A 
little building with a Greek portico, which 
had been the private chapel of the estate, 
was altered for a clubhouse, and a twelve- 
laps-to-the-mile track was laid out in front 
of it. The yearly rental at the start was 
$180; now it is $1,250. Last year a new 
six-laps-to-the-mile track was built, the 
clubhouse put in repair, and the grounds 
intlosed with a fence at a cost of $2,300, 
which will now be a complete loss, 

“In the meantime we are making, the 
best of matters and are going ahead with 
our regular plans for the season. Our first 
series of members’ games will be held on 
May 17 at 2:30 P. M., the events being @s.

At that point Yellow Tau 
moved up on Injunction and again lappea 
him, running outside the Keene colt, but 
holding his own with an ease that drove 
Gannon on Injunction to hard riding be- 
fore they finished the run around the last 
turn. In the meantime Rightful made his 
effort and dropped back béaten, and Afi- 
cander, recovering lost ground, moved into 
third place, within striking distance of the 
leader, seemingly.

RAID ON A POOLROOM _ 
SAID TO BE VENDIG’S. 


Front of Twenty-seventh Street Place 
Jf Considered “Police Proof,” So 
Rear ts Attacked. 


What the police say was intended to be 
the largest poolroom ever run in this city 
was raided yesterday afternoon by Acting 
Inspector Walsh of the Fourth Inspection 
District, Capt. O'Connor of the West Thir- 
eth Street Statiom and ten detectives, in 
the four-story and basement brownstone 
house 35 West Twenty-seventh Street, near 
Broadway, 


he police allege that “ Joe" Vendig, the 
well-known bookmaker, is the proprietor of 
the place. He was not in the house when 
the raid was made, and ofily one prisoner 
was taken. He was Sydney H. Carter of 
146 West Ninety-fourth Street, who was 
charged with aiding and abetting in the 
keeping of a poolroom. Twenty-five men 
found in the place were allowed to go. The 
police say that the four principal tloors of 
the house were fitted up to be run as pool- 
rooms, and that the front of the house is 
" ponte proof.’’ 

he raid was made on a warrant issued 
by Justice Mayer in the Court of Special 
Sessions on evidence obtained by Detect- 
ives Jones and Sayer of Inspector Walsh's 
staff. The raiding party left the West 
Thirtieth Street Station about 5 o'clock, 
taking with them a big sledgehammer that 
has done service in many raids. They went 
to a laundry at 37 West Twenty-seventh 
Street, and proceeded through to the yard 
in the rear. A gate was found in the fence 
lpading through to the yard of the next 
house. That gate was not locked, and the 
yarty filed into the yard of the house they 
ntended raiding. There they were seen by 
James Prindle, a colored man, who rushed 
to the house and slammed a big iron gate 
behind him. Capt. O'Connor smashed the 
lack of the gate, then broke down two 
heavy oak doors guarding a stairway. In 
the various floors were Siackboarda tele- 
phones, racing sheets, and other parapher- 
nalia used in a poolroom. 


TURBINE YACHT ARRIVES. 


Rough Weather for George J. Gould's 
Emerald—Capt. Tod Praises Her

We 
1éft the Clyde on April 17, and no sooner 
did we reach the open sea than we struck 
the goles and seas. We did not tarry, and 
on the 28d arrived at Fayal, in the Azores, 
where we took on some coal, after. which 
Wwe resumed our voyage re York. 
“After we lett Fayal wé ran into gales 
from the northwest, southwest, and north- 
east and it .was not. until the last twenty- 
four hours of the, voyage) when we ran into 
a thick fog, that we experienced what may 
be termed good weather. At times the 
gales were so heavy that we had to set our 
reefed trysails and staysails, and then 
make a course as best we could, But we 
never stopped — and although we are 
about three days overdue the Emerald 
hasn't a scratch on her.

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AN ENGLISHMAN ON THE NEGRO, 


Mr. A. R. CoLquHown is a writer whose 
views it is always worth while to con- 
sider. He has traveled much, seen much 
with keen eyes, has a candid judgment, 
and, so far as our country is concerned, 
a@ most friendly disposition. He has in 
the current number of The North Ameri- 
can Review an article on “‘The Negro 
Problem,” with all the conclusions of 
which we cannot agree, but which will 
repay the study of any one who cares 
to see one of the most important phases 
of our National life through the eyes of 
a trained observer of British birth. 

Mr. CoLquHOUN points out that there 
is not any danger of the peril which has 
often been représented as impending, the 
swamping of the whites by the blacks. 
The former are increasing much more 
rapidly in our population than the lat- 
ter. We have instead a. large and in- 
creasing black population tending to 
segregation. The negroes, who form a 
black belt in certain States, tend to form 
a belt of black States in each of which 
they will form a large part and in some 
a majority of the population. It is, ac- 
cording to this writer, “‘a nation within 
a nation.” The larger nation is progres- 
sive, the included one is practically sta- 
tionary, possibly retrograde. Physically 
it is a vital race, and withstands the ef- 
fects of poverty or disease. Mentally 
and morally the writer thinks that it 
foes back. It has lost the sustaining and 
disciplining influences of slavery, and it 
has not felt the inspiring and strength- 
ening influences of freedom. Its essen- 
tial characteristics are emotionalism, 
sloth, vanity, and want of mechanical 
idea. Its present condition he attributes 
to‘its low stage of development, not to 
its incapability of development. Indi- 
viduals of great merit and capacity have 
arisen from it. The whole race, he 
thinks, can in the course of time and un- 
der fayorable conditions reach a con- 
stantly higher level, but will not under 
the prevailing conditions. 

In a general way, what he urges as a 
way out of the situation so discouraging 
is education, discipline, justice, and kind- 
ness, the frank recognition of present 
unfitness and every possible opportunity 
for the removal of unfitness for politi- 
eal and industrial equality. Mr. CoLteu- 
HOUN suggests the system in operation 
in Jamaica as a model on which the 
United States might shape its policy. 
Jamaica is a Crown colony, in which the 
negroes have no substantial political 
rights, but in which individual negroes 
are free to advance to positions of honor 
and dignity, and are received accord- 
ingly, even in official circles. He says: 


The future of the American negro chiefly 
depends upon the American white man. 
His is the responsibility, his the loss or 
gain in proportion as the negro rises or 
falis. Great as is the work begun by indi- 
viduai negroes of altogether exceptional 
type, they cannot hope to wrestle with 
the problem without co-operation from 
the great bulk of the American Nation. 
First,.in all justice get rid of the idea that 
the negro cannot rise, that he is a helpless, 
hopeless log, to be forever whirled about 
in the torrent of civilization. Then, be 
honest with him as with yourselves. Treat 
him as a man of alien race, unfitted in his 
present stage of evolution for self-gov- 
ernment or the full rights of citizenship, 
but as @ man notwithstanding, not as a 
tertium quid between man and dog. En- 
courage him in his struggle upward by a 
generous acknowledgment of his achieve- 
ments and by allowing him to glean, in a 
fair and open field, whatever his talents 
may entitle him to. 

The black race is already segregating, 
and this has happened under a system 
which was supposed to take them bodily 
into the Nation. A course such as that 
adopted in Jamaica, while it gives far fewer 
rights nominally, gives far more in real- 
ity, and creates a modus vivendi under 
which the two races can live amicably to- 
gether. Results such as this are brought 
about less by legislation than by public 
sentiment. Education is necessary, but 
not any kind of education. Discipline is 
essential, and should be enforced by white 
teachers, preachers, and controllers in 
every department, to induce steadiness and 
thoroughness and discourage emotionalism. 
Above all, the white man must be prepared 
to treat with sympathy and respect any 
negro who by his life and ability has 
earned those sentiments, and he must strive 
to open to such the doors of political and 
social advancement instead of slamming 
them in his face. 


Certainly such counsel as this is enti- 
tled to respect. It is addressed frankly 
to public opinion. We cannot make 
Crown colonies of the communities in 
which the blacks are in the majority. 
We can probably do little by legislation, 
either Federal or State. It is the intelli- 
gence and conscience of the whites that 
must settle the “problem,” and of the 
whites in the South, where the problem 
‘exists. In the long run we believe that 
these will be found equal to the task.

THE MURDERED POLICEMEN. 

The killing of two policemen and the 
possibly fatal shooting of a third in a 
saloon on the evening of the parade will 
no doubt be fully investigated in the 
trial of the desperate negro who did the 
shooting, and probably the official police 
inquiry will. be deferred until that before 
the courts has taken place. But it is 
plain that an official police inquiry there 
will have to be to ascertain the actual 
conduct of the unfortunate victims of the 
negro’s rage. 

Qm thé informal statement of Patrol- 


three policemen involved in the affair, 
and on the statement of Inspector Kans, 
in whose command all of them were, it 
would appear that none of them had 
any police business in the place, and that 
they went in merely for their own 
amusement. On the other hand, it was 
the statement of GitHooLtEey that they 
went in “to get a man,” and were set 
upon by the crowd of lawless persons 
who are apparently the frequenters of 
the saloon. This statement is, so far, 
unsustained by any other person. As 
Russo is likély to recover from his 
wounds, his testimony under the condi- 
tions of a judicial] trial or a police inves- 
tigation will be apt to throw light on the 
proceeding. The men who were slain 
are reputed to have been good officers, 
and it is not pleasant to think that they 
went into this low dive in such a neigh- 
borhood in accordance with any ordinary 
custom of theirs, They are beyond the 
reach of discipline, and their companion, 
if he lives, is not likely to be called to 
very severe accounting. But the facts 
should be brought out in order that 
measures may be taken, if required, to 
check habits obviously inconsistent with 
proper police administration. 

The policemen at best are exposed to 
many perils in the performance of their 
duty. That peril is increased and their 
efficiency is Giminished by any unneces- 
sary intercourse with the criminal class, 
especially in saloons, where the officers 
place themselves on the same plane as 
other visitors. 


FOR A NEW YORK “PEOPLE’S PAL- 
ACE.” 


Nothing could be more interesting to 
public-spirited New Yorkers than the 
project brought forward by Mr. CHARLES 
SPRAGUE SMITH at the meeting on Sun- 
day of the People’s Institute. The proj- 
ect is for a “ People’s Palace,” upon the 
general lines of the building of the same 
name in London, a place which shall be a 
centre at once of education, of amuse- 
ment, and of “politics” in the right 
sense of that abused word. 

No other novelist ever had so much to 
show in his own Hfetime as the reward 
of a single novel as WALTER BBEsanT for 
his “ Al! Sorts and Conditions of Men.” 
The plan of a People’s Palace which he 
outlined there was worth to him a 
knighthood. What he doubtless valued 
very much more was that it was worth 
to the people of the East End of London 
the institution which he projected for 
them in a flight of fancy, and without 
any expectation that the pretty dream 
he elaborated would ever be realized in 
actual bricks and mortar. 

What work the London People's Palace 
is actually doing we are not informed. 
But, whatever it may be, the palace was 
worth building. It did make a monu- 
mental refutation of the corollary drawn 
from the saying that “half the world 
knows not how the other half lives,” the 
corollary being that the more fortunate 
half does not care, Such a lesson is not 
less needed in New York than in London, 
and the teaching of it is likely to be far 
more fruitful. We may say that it is 
even more urgently needed here than 
there as a proof that the more favored 
of mankind do consider the less favored. 
We have or we flatter ourselves that we 
have no conditions of life on the east 
side of New York so entirely inhuman as 
those that are permitted to prevail in 
the East End of London, and none that 
s0 completely imbrute those who are sub- 
jected to them. But before the passage 
of the tenement house law, the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Dg Forest as Tenement 
House Commissioner, and the good work 
that he has been doing, the well-in- 
formed Londoner might have taken issue 
with us even on that point. And cer- 
tainly he could have pointed te many 
more evidences on the part of the well 
to do to alleviate the conditions of living’ 
of the ill to do in the East End of Lon- 
don than are to be seen on the lower 
east side of New York. Whoever goes to 
the East End of London has the belief 
forced upon him that, in such regions,

To be 
sure, that same conviction is forced upon 
the man who traverses the lower east 
side of New York, with reference to our 
cwn religious bodies. But they do not 
make so large a total impression in pro- 
portion to the mass of misery and ignor- 
ance which they have to combat. “ The 
harvest indeed is plenteous, but the la- 
borers are few.” 


The lower east side of New York, the 
region below Fourteenth Street and east 
of the Bowery, in the triangle of which 
the apex is the Brooklyn Bridge, is, 
taken by itself, a community as populous 
as Buffalo. But if Buffalo were fur- 
nished with no more “centres of civili- 
zation” than the lower east side of Man- 
hattan Buffalo would be a byword and 
a hissing among American cities, which 
of course it is as far as possible from 
being. 

The real question is whether it is better 
for the people who are compelled to dwell 
upon the lower east side to regard their 
more fortunate brethren who can live 
elsewhere as brethren or as enemies. In 
other words, shall the bright, ambitious 
East Sider, whose ideals transcend his 
conditions; become a friend or an enemy 
of the existing constitution of society. 
Shall he become a co-worker, im all good 
causes, with his more fortunately born 
brother and fellow-citizen, or shall he 
become a protestant, a mutineer, a So- 
cialist with the potentialities of an An- 
archist? We can conceive of fo question 
fraught with more momentous destinies 
than this.

HOW IT APPEARS TO OTHERS. 

Mr. James Cox, representing the As- 
sociated Iron and Steel Workers of 
Great Britain, and a member of the 
Mosely Commission, which visited this 
country last year, makes a shrewd ob- 
servation in his report onthe situation 
and outlook of the iron and steel indus- 
tries of the United States. He says: 


Probe the American iron and steel indus- 
try sufficiently deep, and it reveals the 
fact that in spite of unlimited supplies of 
raw material, cheap transit, latest improve- 
ments in machinery, and enormous concen- 
trations of capital, the wealthiest manu- 
facturers strenuously assert the continued 
necessity of prohibitive tariffs as the only 
means of maintaining and securing their 
home trade against outside competitors, 
The strongest—the most vehement, I might 
almost say—advocates of protective tariffs 
are to be found among the iron and steel 
manufacturers—the industry most advan- 
tageously placed in regard to natural de- 
posits and facilities. What does this con- 
tention imply? That very much of the 
American industrial position is both limit- 
ed and artificial, and remains yet to be 
tested and proved. 


Had Mr. Cox probed these industries 
just a little deeper he would have dis- 
covered that the insistence of the Amer- 
ican iron and steel producers for high 
protection does not grow out of the 
necessities of their position, but is 
prompted wholly by a desiré for an un- 
reasonable and improper advantage in 
holding prices to, domestic consumers 
considerably above those at which they 
are willing to sell their surplus output 
to consumers in other countries. Eco- 
nomic errors die hard. Having impressed 
a large part of the American people 
with the idea that without high duties 
for protection our whole system of pro- 
ductive industry would collapse, and, it 
may be, having raid this so often that 
they now begin to believe it themselves, 
our ironmasters are, as Mr. Cox says, 
the most strenuous and insistent advo- 
cates of prohibitory duties. It is not be- 
cause they need them, for they do not, 
but because the popular belief that they 
do, which is kept alive by the tariff 
propaganda, promises them an advan- 
tage at the expense of the people of the 
United States which they see no advan- 
tage in surrendering until they have to. 


PAY OF CIVIL JUSTICES. 


There is to be a hearing before the 
Mayor at 11 o’clock this morning upon 
the proposition to amend the charter by 
increasing the salary of the Municipal 
Court Justices in Manhattan, Bronx, and 
Brooklyn from $6,000 to $8,000. 

Of course, this is not a proposition for 
a gratuity. If it be, it should be rejected 
at once. The question is, What is the 
salary; what is, if you please, the mini- 
mum of salary which will attract the 
kind of man who is competent to fill the 
office; the kind of man whom, in the 
public interest, you desire to attract? It 
is not an argument that you can find 
men to take the places at the present 
pay. You could find such men, meeting 
all the legal qualifications, at half the 
present pay, or at a tenth of it. The 
question, for the public, is at what price 
it can have the men it-.wants. Upon this 
point the arguments in favor of the in- 
crease seem to us cogent, if mot conclu- 
sive. 

The duties of the Municipal'Court Jus- 
tices, the “‘ Civil Magistrates,’”’ are evi- 
dently as important as those of the 
* Magistrates,” so called, the old “ Po- 
lice Court Judges,”’ or as the Judges of 
Special Sessions. Those duties are grow- 
ing more important with the frightful 
congestion of the calendars of the courts 
of higher jurisdiction, which every day 
works demials of justice. But, whereas 
the Magistrates get $7,000 a year for 
eight months’ ‘work, and the Special Ses. 
sions Judges get $9,000 for seven months’ 
work, the Municipal Court Judges get 
but $6,000 for twelve months’ work. For 
not only are no vacations provided for 
them, but they are prohibited from the 
practice of law in other courts than 
their own. 

‘We do mot see why the Civil Justices 
should not be lawyers of as high starn- 
ing and as great competency as the 
Magistrates, or as the Justices of Spe- 
eial Sessions. If they should be equal 
men, then, evidently, either they are 
underpaid. ar the other two classes of 


jurists are overpaid. We can see no es- 
cape from this conclusion,: or dilemma. 
Whoever opposes the increase of their 
salaries is therefore logically bound to 
propose a decrease of the salaries of the 
other two classes of Magistrates. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP IN LONDON. 

The astonishing differences between 
the estimates and the cost of the electri- 
fication of the South London tramways, 
as done under the direction of the County 
Council, will furnish food for thought 
for those who see in municipal owner- 
ship a solution for all the problems of 
economical and satisfactory transporta- 
tion. The change in motive power from 
horses to electricity on the sections of 
the Londen tramway system lately 
opened to the public as electric roads 
turns out to have been one of the most 
costly and extravagant pieces of work 
in this line ever undertaken, In 1899 the 
electrical experts in the employ of the 
Council showed that the cost of con- 
structing and equipping an electric line 
between Westminster and Tooting and 
from Blackfriars to Kennington would 
be about £255,000, or £15,000 per mile. 
Fourteen months later, when the appro- 
priation was applied for, the estimates 
had been advanced to £623,500; but now 
that it is completed it is found to have 
cost nearly £1,000,000. Up to the pres- 
ent time the cost of transforming the 
lines controlled by the County Council 
has bee. about four times as much as 
the official estimate and about three 
times as much per mile as like work on 
other systems in Great Britain has ay- 
eraged. 

Equally wide of the mark were the es- 
timates of profits to result to the com- 
munity from the change, These were 
based on the assumption that gross 
earnings would be 1044d. to 1s. per train 
mile, and operating expenses Gd. On 
this basis it was figured that after pay- 
ing interest and providing for additions 
to the sinking fund the electrified sys- 
tem would show a net gain of £53,618 in 
earnings over operation with horses. 
Considering the great cost of the work, 
which is equivalent to a ruinous over- 
capitalization, Lord WerLpy, Chairman 
of the Finance Committee of the County 
Council, has deemed it his duty to give 
notice that there is an extremely good 
prospect in the near future of the South- 
ern tramways becoming a charge upon 
the rates, This is an object lesson in 
municipal ownership which those intent 
upon the amendment of the Rapid Tran- 
sit act of New York may very profitably 
study. Their preference for deciding 
problems of this character without study 
doubtless accounts for the impractica- 
bility of, some of their conclusions.

——We have rarely printed a more inter- 
esting, or, in its way, a more important, 
letter than that in which “An Anxious 
Mother’ on Sunday asked how she was to 
give her children the training in the man- 
ners of polite society that neither she nor 
her husband ever received. The family, 
she said, now had a fair income, and the 
sons and daughters, being desirous of tak- 
ing advantage of the social opportunities 
opening before them, were asking the 
mother questions as to dress and conduct 
which she was unable to answer. The 
available books on etiquette, she com- 
plained, seemed to deal with the rules of a 
society much more elaborate than her off- 
spring could enter, and she expressed a 
very reasonable wonder why the public 
schools did not give instruction that could 
not fail to be of great practical value to 
boys and girls like hers with their way to 
make in a world where manners and ap- 
pearances count for much. The suggestion 
as to a public school course in deportment, 
and even in the elements and principles of 
good dressing, we regard with high approv- 
al, but we incline to the belief that ‘* Anx- 
fous Mother” is unduly anxious—that she 
has confounded courtesy with customs, and 
ascribed to the latter an importance pos- 
sessed only by the former. The essentials 
of courtesy, her letter shows, she is quite 
competent to teach, for they are little more 
than a kindly, intelligent, and constant re- 
gard for the rights and convenience of 
others, and, while one who demonstrates 
such a regard may violate occasionally 
some arbitrary convention, he is not likely 
to offend anybody whose opinion counts, or 
himself to suffer any embarrassment at all 
serious. And these arbitrary conventions 
ure few in number and easily and quickly 
obtainable by careful observation. If the 
** Anxious Mother” needs a lesson in ad- 
vising, perhaps she cannot do better than 
read over the instructions given by 
Polonius to Laertes, beginning— 

And these few precepts in thy memory 
See thou character, 

and ending with— 

This above all—to thine own self be true; 
And it must follow, as the night the day, 
Thou canst not then be false to any man. 

The lines between are full of sense, even 
if Polonitus hasn’t the highest of reputa- 
tions for wisdom. The passage does not 
contain the rules our correspondent thinks 
she wants, but they will tend to teach her 
that she doesn’t want them—very much.

He 
says they are intended for the advice and 
information,of Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bristow, who is conducting the in- 
vestigation into the irregularities of various 
parts of the department.

In 1889, the Legislature passed a_ Dill 
drawn by the attorneys of this road, which 
was entitled, “An Act Relating to Grade 
Crossings.”’ 

The bill was a long one, but the meat of 
the cocoanut is in the Seventh Section, 
which reads as follows, (as it relates to 
bridges over railroads, I quote merely the 
last part of it:) 

But it shall be the duty of the municipality 
in which the structure is situated to keep in re- 
pair the surface of the highway, including the 
planking or other surface material of the high- 
way upon such structure. 

When the railroads were built they cut 
through.many highways, and where there 
were embankments they had to construct 
bridges to make good the highways. 

There are many such bridges all over the 
State wherever a railroad has been built. 
In this town there are five over the New 
Haven Road and it costs fully $800 to re- 
—— them, or as the law says, “‘to keep 
n repair the surface of the highway, in- 
cluding the planking.’’ And that is about 
all the bridges ever need in the shape of 
— 

he railroads had always kept these 
bridges in repair until they got that law 
passed in 1858. There was a legislative 
dead-lock, and no session again until 1893, 
when the Depresentative from this town 
presented a bill for the repeal of this law 
and requiring the railroads to keep in re- 
air their own bridgesand relieve the towns 
rom that expense, The bill went to the 
Railroad Committee, and at its first hear- 
ing two attorneys of the New Haven Road 
were there to oppose it, It so happened 
that on that day there was a convention 
in Hartford of all the Selectmen of the 
State, and they came up to the State Cap- 
itol and went before the committee and 
supported the repeal bill, It was held up 
until near the end of the session, when the 
repeal bill was passed after a hard fight. 
It passed on the last Wednesday of the 
session. Now the rule is that when a bill 
has passed it shall be in the Secretary of 
State's office within one hour thereafter. 
The following day the gentleman who pre- 
sented the bill, as he was —s the 
House, concluded to step into the Secre- 
tary'’s office and see if his bill was right. 
On inquiry there he learned that the bill 
had not been there. Then he went to the 
Clerks of the Senate and House, but the 
bill could not be found. 

Hé then went to the Clerk of the House 
and informed him that he would draw a 
duplicate bill from the Journal of the 
House, and if he and the Clerk of the Sen- 
ate would sign the same it would be all 
right, otherwise there would be a slight 
disturbance. The bill was then properly 
signed and taken to the Secretary's office 
and became a law. 

Some years before a set of resolutions 
were passed by the Legislature which re- 
lated to certain railroads, but were smoth- 
ered, and it is pretty well known who the 
smotherer was. He now holds a prominent 
position in the New Haven Road.

Controller of the Currency Tracewell is 
expected to make a sweeping denial of Mr. 
Tulloch’s statement that the investigation 
of the Washington City Post Office was 
called off and that the expert was trans- 
terred to another bureau as a warning to 
others. 

It is probable that more of the letters 
wili be in Mr. Payne’s possession by to- 
morrow. 

While some of the replies will be per- 
functory in their denials, they will furnish 
material calculated to acquaint Mr. Payne 
with the fact that Tulloch was not shoot- 
ing wide of the mark in his charges. There 
will be several interesting exhibits along 
with the ietters. 

There is little doubt that Mr. Tulloch has 
numerous interesting items which he can 
furnish. Although he is a very busy_man, 
Mr. Tulloch is disposed to aid Mr. Payne 
in getting at the facts, The ex-cashier was 
drawn reluctantly into the controversy 
originally. Mr. Gilmer was detailed to the 
local Post Office to investigate its ac- 
counts, and Postmaster Merritt referred 
Mr. Gilmer to Mr. Tulloch, who, under the 
law, was required to assist the expert ac- 
countant in ascertaining the truth about 

accounts. 

ee the investigation, which lasted 
over two months, when only the accounts 
of one quarter were touched, Mr. Tulloch 
had reason to become well acquainted with 
all the details of the struggle between First 
Assistant Postmaster General Heath and 
his associates in the Post Office Depart- 
ment, and the Treasury officials. He knew 
how Mr. Gilmer, the expert from Mr. 
Tracewell’s office, became the target of 
Mr. Heath and Superintendents Beavers 
and Machen, and Assistant Auditor A. L. 
Lawshe of the Treasury Department, and 
when the attitude of the postal officials 
became exceedingly hostile Mr. Tulloch 
knew that Mr. racewell had_ signed an 
order virtually forbidding Mr. Gilmer from 
touching what Assistant Auditor Lawshe 
called the “ prohibited accounts of the 
Washington City Post Office.

This order, 
however, was not typewritten, but the au- 
tograph copy was signed by him. It was 
the following day that Mr. Gilmer was 
transferred to the office of the Auditor for 
the State and other departments, where, 
after numerous conferences, at one _ of 
which he was advised through Acting Sec- 
retary Vanderlip to make a formal applica- 
tion for such a detail, he was permanently 
assigned. 

There is still another notable episode in 
the sequence of the Washington Post Of- 
fice investigation, all of which has been 
known to Mr. Tulloch, Not only did First 
Assistant Postmaster General Heath go to 
Controller Tracewell with complaints about 
the conduct of Mr. Gilmer in asking for 
papers to carry out his duty as an offi- 
cial of the Government, but there was a 
consultation in which Mr. Heath, Mr. 
Lawshe, and Superintendents Beavers and 
Machen participated, and Mr. Gilmer had 
to confront these officials from the Post 
Office Department whose names have fig- 
ured in so many recent postal accusations, 

Ex-Representative Loud of _ California 
was a caller at the Post Office Department 
to-day. His name has beén frequently men- 
tioned for an Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eralship, but he declared emphatically that 
there was nothing in the rumor._ Asked re- 
arding his impression of the Post Office 
fivestigation, ir. Loud said: “It was 
something that had to come. The depart- 
ment has been excessively lavish and ex- 
travagant. If you will take the trouble to 
look back in The Congressional Record 
during the consideration of the Post Office 
appropriation bills you will find that I 
have stated these very things on the floor 
of the House many times.”’ 

Asked if he believed a department could 
investigate itself, Mr. Loud replied that he 
saw no reason why it could not. ‘* The or- 
ganization of the Post Office is such,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘that the different bureaus 
work independently. Mr. Bristow is en- 
tirely competent to carry on the investiga- 
tion, and he has a force of trained Inspect- 
ors under him who will undoubtedly do 
their work without fear or favor. The whole 
thing is something that had to come sooner 
or later for the good of the service.”’ 


GAS “GRAB” TO THE MAYOR. 


Gov. Odell Takes Up Legislative Busi- 
ness and Sends the Remsen 
Bill to Mr. Low. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 4.—Gov. Odell, his mili- 
tary escort, and the legislative committees 
which accompanied him to St. Louis arrived 
in Albany this morning. The Governor 
lost no time in getting to work on the ac- 
cumulated . legislative business which de- 
manded his attention, and before he left 
the Executive Chamber to-night had made 
considerable progress on the appropriation 
bills, a large number of the items in which 


have been marked for veto. 

The so-called Remsen Hast River Gas 
Grab bill, over which there was a sensa- 
tional battle in the closing hour of the 
State Senate, has been sent by Gov. Odell 
to Mayor Low. It is the Governor's opin- 
ion and that of the Attorney General that 
it is a city bill within the meaning of the 
Constitution. The bill reads as follows: 

‘Section 1, Chapter 388 of the Laws of 
1892, entitled ‘An act to authorize the East 
River Gas ee. of a Island City 
to supply gas and electricity in the City of 
New ork” is hereby amended by incorpo- 
rating therein an additional section between 
Sections 6 and 7, to read as follows: ‘ 6a. 
The East River Gas Company of Long Isl- 
and City, its successors and assigns, shail 
also have the right to exercise in that por- 
tion of the Borough of Queens included in 
the former city of Long Island City, as well 
as in the foesitory hereinbefore expressly 
included, all the rights, powers, and privi- 
leges hereinbefore conferred upon the said 
company, but subject to all payments, ob- 
ligations, and restrictions hereinbefore im- 


posed. 

** Section 2. This act shall take effect im- 
mediately.’”’

Prof. James Brown Scott to Come from 
Law School of the University 
of Illinois.

CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS LOSE. 


Special to The New Yorr Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—-Christian 
Science received a legal setback to-day, 
when the Supreme Court decided that the 
“First Church of Christ, Scientist,” is not 
deserving of a charter. The opinion, writ- 
ten by Justice Potter, upholds the late 
Judge Arnold and ex-Judge Dimner Beeber, 
the referee to whom the application for @ 
charter had been referred. 

Judge Beeber reported adversely upom 
the application, mainly on the ground tha® 
the Christian Science doctrine that there 
are no maladies or contagious diseases i@ 
a menace to the health of the community, 
Judge Arnold sustained this view, but 
went further by saying that, as teachers 
of the doctrine were required to sell Mrs. 
Eddy’s book, the Church was an organiza<- 


tion for profit. In its application the 
Church asked to be chartered in order “ te 
establish and maintain a place for the sup- 
port af public worship and to preach the 
Gospel aceording to the doctrine of Jesus 
Christ as found in the Bible and the Chris- 
tian Science textbook, ‘ Science and Health, 
with Key to the Scriptres, by Mary Baker 
G. Eddy.’ ”’ 

When the .appeal from Judge Arnold's 
decision was argued in the Supreme Court, 
on Jan. 23 last, Mayor Weaver, then Dis- 
triet Attorney, appeared as counsel, at the 
request of the Board of Judges. . WwW. 
Laws, for the Church, argued that all the 
Christian Scientists asked was to be per- 
mitted to do as a chartered organization 
what they are now doing as an unincor- 
porated body. Justice Potter, in his opin- 
ion to-day, says: 

“We are inclined to think that the evi-« 
dence was not sufficient to support a find- 
ing that the corporation itself was to be 
one for profit. There was proof that the 
individual healers who are consulted and 
sent out by the society do receive com- 
pensation for their services, but this seems 
to be a personal recompense, with which 
the society has nothing to do. 

‘But the court below, in its supplement- 
ary opinion, went beyond this question and 
adopted in substance the conclusion of the 
Master, that the practice of the art of 
healing or curing disease in the manner 
set forth in Mrs. Eddy’s book is injurious 
to the community, because it is opposed to 
the general policy of the laws of Penn- 
sylvania relative to the existence and 
treatement of disease. 

“It was the duty of the court below to 
refuse charter if in the exercise of sound 
legal” discretion he found its purpose, in 
whole or in part, included anything injuri- 
ous to the community. Under the well-de- 
fined poli¢y of the law of Pennsylvania as 
at present existing, we are satisfied that 
there was no abuse of sound legal discre- 
tion in refusing the application for a char- 
ter.”’

During His Progress Through 
the Streets. 


DENVER, May 4.—The Centennial State 
welcomed the President to-day with genuine 
Western cordiality. At every stopping 
place great crowds turned out to greet the 
Nation's Chief Executive. The Presidential 
special crossed the State line from Kan- 
sas early this morning and proceeded to 
Hugo, where Mr. Roosevelt was treated to 
@ cowboys’ breakfast. A mess tent had 
been erected at the side of the track, and 
when the President’s train arrived break- 
fast was ready. it was partaken of stand- 
ing, and then the President shook hands 
with his hosts. The train pulled out amid 
a chorus of cowboy yells. 

At Hugo Gov. James H. Peabody, 
turning from St. Louis, joined the Presi- 
dent and welcomed him to the State. The 
Governor remained with the President dur- 
ing the entire day, and accompanied him 
as far as the southern State line to-night. 

The Nation’s Chief Executive was the 
guest of the City of Denver for two and 
one-half hours, and the people, regardless 
of political affiliations, greeted him with 
@ warmth and heartiness of welcome not 
exceeded on his transcontinental tour. The 
city’s ordinary population, swelled by thou- 
sands of visitors from other parts of the 
State, massed along the streets and ave- 
nues of the line of march, at the State 
Capitol grounds, and in City Park, and 
cheered for the distinguished guest during 
his drive over a route about six miles in 
length, which was the principal feature of 
the programme for the day. 

The Mayor had proclaimed a holiday, 
schools were closed, business houses were 
closed, and beautiful decorations were dis- 
played on the Capitol and many business 
buildings and residences in the streets 
traversed by the procession. 


ARRIVAL AT DENVER. 


A military escort was in waiting at the 
Union Depot to receive President Roosevelt 
on his arrival at 10:30 A. M, Mayor R. R.

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THEATRES LAST NIGHT 


Ezra Kendall’s “ Vinegar Buyer,” 
at the Savoy, a Vaudeville Play. 


“Skipper & Co., Wall Street,” at the 
Garrick, and “ My Lady Peggy Goes 
to Town” at Daly's. 


In his speech before the curtain last night 
at the Savoy, Mr. Ezra Kendall endeavored 
to convince the audience that **‘ The Vinegar 
Buyer” is not a problem play. He didn’t 
believe in making people answer con- 
undrums; he only believed in making them 
laugh. And in intention, at least, ‘‘ The 
Vinegar Buyer’ is an uproarious farce- 
comedy, filled with local color of the rural 
sort, 

In oné important particular, however, it 
differs from the truly rural play—from 
“The Old Homstead” down’ along the 
lengthening line. There is no play in it 
and the local color 1s lacking. A few of 
the scenes in which Josh Whitcomb moves 
are stirring; and he never fails to bring 
with him a breath from the farm and. the 
native humor of New England life. Even 
Old Starbuck, lately departed from Daly's 
Theatre, had his spasmodic encounters 
with the Deputy Sheriff, and his flowing 
veins were filled with the juice of the corn; 
he had a soul attuned poetically to the in- 
fluence of moonshine. 

And when Lije Peters sloped in from 
over the mountains to borrow a mealsack 
or the horse, you could fairly feel the 
hookworm basking in the lethargy of eter- 
nal Summer. The scene of ‘‘ The Vinegar 
Buyer’’ is in Bascomb’s Corners, in the 
State of Indiana; and the leading charac- 
ters, it has been divulged, were suggested 
by a poem of James Whitcomb Riley. 
But nothing happens, and from anything 


that appeared on the stage last night the 
characters might as well have been from 
Florida or the State of Washington, Let 
the news be broken gently to Mr. Kendall; 
but his play is in fact a problem play, The 
problem is to find the play. 

Not to mince matters, ‘‘The Vinegar 
Buyer" is a series of vaudeville jokes 
strung out through three acts upon the 
slenderest and most tenuous thread of 
juvenile love madness. As to this madness, 
the safe course is silence. As to the vaude- 
ville jokes, they are of the familiar va- 
riety—puns that stretch the long arm of 
verbal coincidence until the join: crack. 

The cvacking commences, in fact, be- 
fore the arm begins to stretch. ‘Mildred 
says," remarks her aunt, ‘‘that the carna- 
iion ought to be the National flower.”’ 
Do you hear the crack? “Quite right, " 
Mr. Kendah answers. ‘‘For with all these 
limited expresses and trolleys we are fast 
becoming a nation of cars.’’ Once more, 
the butler, offering to take Mr. Kendall's 
plug eat, asks him if he does not want to 
rest if. 

In life any butler who talked of “ rest- 
Ing’’ a hat would be sent to a lunatic 
asylum forthwith, but this butler knows 
his job, for Mr. Kendall's plug hat is very 


rusty, and is quite innocent of the silken | 


pile that sometimes adorns such articles; 
so Mr. Kendall answers: ‘* Do you think it 
needs a rest? It had a long nap when I 
bought it.” And so it goes throughout the 
play, with the crack, biff, bang! of double 
back action puns that attest the ingenuity 
of their makers, and seldom fail to bring 
off a laugh, but are as far removed from 
the humor of life, on the stage or off, as is 
a funeral. 

“The Vinegar Buyer” is said to have 
been very popular in other cities. So far 
as could be judged, the more distinctly 
metropolitan part of the audience did not 
especially relish it. But the theatrical sea- 
son has reached the stage at which the 
true metropolitan does not appear in large 
numbers. Whether this is the cause or the 
result of the advent of plays like ‘“‘ The 
Vinegar Buyer” it is not necessary to in- 
quire. The important fact is, that with the 
coming of Summer and the influx of Sum- 
mer travelers, “The Vinegar Buyer" is 
likely to find suitable audiences and to af- 
ford them many evenings of pleasant 
amusement. 

The actors in the cast are capable and 
make the most of the squibs in their lines. 
Charles Bowser throws considerable unc- 
tion into the part of a village drunkard, 
who, at the end of the first act, ts given a 
watering pail and sticks to it ever after as 
the rural emblem of the water wagon. Ed 
Chapman is cleverly repulsive as the low 
Villain father of the high villain son. His 
name is Stripe, and he appears fn a striped 
sweater, which of course gives Mr. Ken- 
dall a chance to remark that though he has 
nothing against the sweater, he does not 
like the Stripe in it. 

The juvenile hero of the plece its the 
steady son of the reforming drunkard, and 
Walter Thomas takes the part capably. 
Frank Lander is acceptable as the opposing 
villain. One of the most effective, and at 
the same time most artificial, characters 
Was a villager who never spoke, but always 
intoned what he had to say. He was espe- 
oally acceptable as a comic policeman of 
the Dogberry order. 

As the leading juvenile Lottie Alter was 
sweet and sentimental. As the wife of the 
reforming drunkard Marian Abbott was 
clever in make-up, but inclined to over- 
emphasize both her enunciation and her 
points, 

Mr. Kendall has far greater resources 
than he uses. He has the face and the 
voice and the carriage of a true comedian. 
He speaks with a high order of defleacy 
and finesse, and never failed to score the 
full strength of a line. He has the makings 
of a character comedian of the first rank. 
But at every turn he betrays the instinct 
of the vaudevillian as distinguished from 
the legitimate actor. He revels in points, 
and in foreing the laughs in rapid succes- 
sion he sacrifices both situation and char- 
acter. Properly speaking, he ig not, as he 
conducts himself ae peeeas. an actor at all, 
but a reciter of vaudeville monologue walk- 
ing through a play. 

tie was seen at his best.in the entr’acts, 
where with the instinct of the born vaude- 
villlan, he came out to amuse the audience. 
His description of u_ line of men washing 
their faces in a Pullman sleeper con- 
vulsed many among his hearers, who 
had hitherto been only mildly amused, 
or not at ali. Here is an actor who is too 
great a comedian for vaudeville and too 
inveterate a vaudevilllan to take up legit- 
imately with comedy. What is to be done 
with such? 


A PLAY OF WALL STREET. 


“ Skipper & Co.” Shows How Easy It Is 
to Make Money on the Stage. 


“Skipper & Co., Wall Street,” said to be 
an original comedy of New York life of to- 
day, written by H. J. W. Dam, had its first 
presentation at the Garrick Theatre last 
night. It gives Maclyn Arbuckle, an inter- 
esting actor, a good vehicle for the display 
of a happy vein of somewhat boisterous 
humor. 

The name of the play somehow suggests 
the sea, and indeed the play itself gives a 
limited view of that remorseless tide that 
ebbs and flows in those narrow streets in 
the lower part of Manhattan Island. But 
there is really no water about it except 
perhaps the water that goes into the stocks 
that are manipulated in large blocks dur- 
ing three acts. 

One single play can only give but a 
glimpse of the humor, the drama, and the 
pathos ‘of Wall Street, and ‘“‘Skipper & 
Co., Wall Street,”’ simply shows the ease 
with which a man with a strong personal- 
ity, good conversational powers, and a 
knowledge of human nature may deal in 
millions without a penny. Mr. Macklyn as 
George Washington Skipper, a promoter, 
starts out on Monday morning, according 
to the villain in the play, with nothing but 
a paper night shirt, and by Thursday has 
half a million dollars. When the play be- 
gins he is just about tb start to Burope, 
when he finds that a slump in stocks leaves 
him without a penny. 

Ezekiel Harbin, a ‘! hayseed”’ inventor of 
indestructible paper, arrives most oppor- 
tunely in the promotor's drawing room, an 
straightway the business instincts of the 
promoter proceeds to build upon a founda. 
tiop of indestructible paper a fortune that 
reaches its full proportions just as the 
curtain falls on the last of the three acts: 

Of course there is the stock ticker. There 
is also the unpaid milliner’s bill of a paltry 
few hundreds incurred by the loving and 
unsuspecting wife. it arrives just when 
the guests are arriving for dinner, and 
when ruin stares Mr. Skipper in the face. 
There are scenes of humor and pathos in 
down-town offices, where the women of 
the play drop in just as the most dramatic 
scenes with the villain are taking place. 

There is a good deal of talk in the first 
and second acts, considering that the ma- 
ority of the characters are supposed to be 
Vall Street business men, to whom time is 
money, and there are a good many char- 
acters, including the women, who play a 
very small part in G. W. Skipper’s little 
paper deal, but then there are always a 
good many suverfluous actora in the Well

CECIL SPOONER AT DALY'S. 


She Is Well Received in “My Lady 
Peggy Comes to Town.” 


Cecil Spooner presented ‘‘ My Lady Peggy 
Comes to Town” last night at Daly’s, and 
made a first-night hit. That is, a third of 
the audience violently applauded everything 
she did, and the whole audience applauded 
a few things she did. She is a pretty girl, 
and she made Peggy a violently talkative 
and tempestuous person who much appealed 
to those persons who had come armed 
with bouquets, (who were many,) and in 
course of time to the rest of the audience, 

But one thing must be said for Miss 


Spooner. She made it probable that a wo- 
man could appear in man's garb, provided 
it were the garb of George II1.’s time, with- 
out making it preposterous that her iden- 
tity should be unsuspected. With a little 
exercise of toleration, it might be possible 
to imagine that Lady Peggy was Sir Robin 
McTYart. This is an achievement. 

In the second act she made her real hit. 
She fenced with Walter Hale in a way 
that made even the folk without bouquets 
feel that they were seeing a fight. fter 
it was over it took a few seconds and sev- 
eral curtain calls to convinee the audience 
that Miss Spooner had not actually been 
slashed on the wrist. 

Miss Spooner’s support evoked few cheers, 
despite the bouquets. Many of them were 
generously allowed to come out on each 
curtain call, In the second act several 
roysterers gave the exhibition which makes 
the average convivialist wonder whether 
actors ever really indulge in the flowin 
bowl. They mounted on chairs and dran 
toasts and cheered in the hopelessly deter- 
mined way that jovial roysterers never do 
in real life. Why is it that on the stage 
no actor can royster? 

The audience was appreciative and en- 
thusiastic, and parts of it could not be 
restrained from throwing bouquets on the 
stage. Mostly they were violets.

its Members Resign from the Bos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra. 


They Will Devote Themselves to Quar- 
tet and Solo Playing, and Will Un- 
dertake a European Tour After 
Their American Season. 


The members of the Kneisel Quartet, 
Messrs. Franz Kneisel, J. Theodorowicz, 
Louis Svecenski, and Alwin Schroeder, 
have severed their connection with the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, in order to 
devote their time exclusively to their work 
in quartet and solo playing. Their activity 
in this field has grown to such proportions 
in receit years as to make excessive .de- 
mands upon their time and strength, car- 
ried on in connection with their work in 
the orchestra, and the rehearsals and great 
amount of traveling required by their en- 
gagements with both, They will continue 
to make their headquarters in Boston, and 
will give their series of concerts in New 
York and other cities as heretofore.” One 
reason, however, impelling them to their 
séverance with the orchestra has been their 
desire to extend their reputation in Eu- 
rope, already well founded by their two 
visits to London in’ 1896 and 1897. Next 
season, therefore, while they will give, as 
before, six concerts in New York, these 
will take place earlier, and in March they 
will undertake a tour including some of the 
chief cities in Europe. 

Their parting with the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra involves a sore blow to that or- 
ganization, depriving it of its concert mas- 
ter, its first ’celli8t, and its first viola. 
It has taken place, however, with the best 
of feeling on both sides, and a thorough 
understanding of the necessities that led to 
it on the part of Mr, Henry L. Higginson, 
the founder of the orchestra; Mr. Gericke, 
its conductor, and Mr. C. A. Ellis, its man- 
ager. It is needless to say that the places 
of the four distinguished players in the 
larger organization will be filled in the 
best manner possible; involving no dis- 
turbance in the perfection of its organiza- 


tion, discipline, and artistic capacity. 

The quartet have addressed a letter to 
Mr. Higginson, explaining their motives in 
taking the step they have taken, They say, 
in part: 

We beg, first of all, to recall to your 
mind the fact that we long ago expressed 
the wish to make trial of our skill as quar- 
tet players in the larger musical capitals 
of Europe. The success of our concerts in 
London was so encouraging that we have 
never been able to stifle the desire to play 
in other countries than England. Never- 
theless, we abandoned all thought of a con- 
cert trip to Europe because we saw the 
force of your argument that an absence of 
several months from the orchestra was im- 
practicable, and all but impossible. 

Recent years have brought the conviction, 
however, that such activity as ours can be 
continued only for a measurable period. 
That which in our younger days could be 
accomplished only by effort, now exacts 
excess of effort, and this must, sooner or 
later, revenge itself on one or the other of 
us. It did not require long thought to reach 
an answer to the question in its essentials; 
the conclusion was obvious that we must 
free ourselves from some of the duties 
pressing upon us. 

We ask you kindly to relieve us of our 
tasks in connection with the orchestra. We 
are well aware that we are surrendering 
positions the qpeuganey of which must re- 
dound to the honor of any artists in the 
world. Our feeling of affectionate attach- 
ment to the orchestra and our respect and 
admiration for Mr, Gericke combine to 
make our parting particularly painful; yet 
it is only by leaving the orchestra that we 
can reach the goal which we have set for 
our artistic careers. We beg of you, dear 
Mr. Higginson, to remember that Mr. 
Kneisel has done orchestra service for 
twenty years and Mr. Schroeder for more 
than thirty. If they are to gratify their 
desire to recall themselves to the memory 
of the European public as solo performers 
they must wofk to that end now, for the 
time does not-seem distant when the task 
will be physically impossible. Touching the 
further development of our quartet, we de- 
sire to direct your attention to the fact that 
organizations of this kind that have 
achieved fame (such as the Florentine, the 
Heckmann, the Joachim, and, among the 
younger class, the Bohemian and other 
quartets,) do not beleng to orchestras or 
have given up their positions in orchestras 
in the early part of their career. We be- 
lieve that we can measure ourselves with 
the best in our field, and therefore wish to 
devote ourselves wholly and singly to the 
work. 

We shall never forget that it is you who 
have given us all imaginable help and en- 
couragement ever since the a of our 
quartet, and we feel privileged to hope 
that you will maintain the same attitude 
toward us in our new endeavors, which, we 
assure you, are prompted wholly and purely 
Ly artistic motives. 

Mrs Higginson has sent the following 
communication to Tue Times, in which he 
sets forth his feelings toward the departing 
members of his orchestra, and his view of 


the step they are taking:

The execution and judgment are said to

There is a New Jersey corporation of the 
fame name at the same address, with the 
same officers. In the office it was said 
that the New Jersey corporation had sold 
out to the New York corporation, and that 
the New York corporation had sold out 
to the Abbey Press Consolidated, which was 
incorporated last week with a capital stock 
of $300,000. The Abbey Press had no rating 
at Bradstreet’s. On April 29 there was a 
chattel mortgage recorded by the Abbey 
Press to J. C. Thompson, for $21,000. 

The business was started as the Abbey 
Press on September, 1899. The New Jersey 
corporation was formed on May 1, 1902, 
with a capital stock of $1,000,000, and the 
New York corporation was incorporated on 
Aug. 23, 1902, with a capital stock of $10,- 
000 for the purpose of conducting the busi- 
ness in this State. There was a fire on 
Feb. 7 at 114 Fifth Avenue, and it was 
said that the insurance had been adjusted 
at $33,000.

The anthracite coal stocks enjoyed even 
more than their full share of improve- 
ment, and New York Central and Penn- 
sylvania rose about the average, or a 
little better. Nor were the Grangers 
backward, as they should have been if 
their managers—who ought to know— 
were fright@éned by the crop outlook. In- 
dustrials were comparatively neglected, 
but the bond market reflected consider- 
able and well distributed new demand. 
This extends ever more markedly out- 
side the Exchange. In April cities, coun- 
ties; towns, and States sold over eleven 
millions’ worth, an increase of $3,500,000 
over March, and $5,024,592 over April, 
1902. Not seldom such an improvement 
is the advance agent of an improving 
appetite for other sorts of financial food 
tempting to a delicate digestion. 

The day’s news about the damage to 
the crops by frost was encouraging rath- 
er than decisive. This was not disap- 
pointing, because it is the natural re- 
sult of the conditions. Time is necessary 
to show how much damage was done and 
what is the recuperative power remain- 
ing. Damage to vegetation is propor- 
tioned to duration as well as to severity, 
even a severe chill not being beyond re- 
pair if warmtk returns. The news was 
encoureging in this respect, and it was 
moreover said that the discoloration 
which had been attributed to frost was 
in fact due to previous excess of rain 
and cold above the frost point, and would 
neither persist nor cause failure of yield. 
This will long be a moot point. The ad- 
vance of Paris exchange on London is 
interesting as throwing light—or per- 
haps doubt-—upon the question of wheth- 
er or not exports of gold to London by 
way of France are profitable, or attract- 
ive to those who balance some little loss 
upon the operation against what other 
advantage they see in it for them. There 
is no object in geiting the meta! to Paris 
unless credit upon London can be bought 
cheaply or bills upon London can be sold 
dearly here. While the figuring remains 
‘so fine it is superfluous to borrow any 
anxiety in the present easy\condition of 
our money market. In this week last 
year money reached 25 per cent. without 
interrupting the steady increase of the 
bank's surplus. The week opens with 
every promise that this year also the 
banks will continue to improve their 
condition, receiving more money upon 
the domestic exchanges than they will 
iose upon the foreign exchanges. Long 
before our need begins London’s need 
will be over and whatever we spare now 


will be then at our command.

COAL ROAD PROXIES SOUGHT.

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MORE CARPENTERS STRIKE 


War of Rival Unions Ties Up Work 
on Several Schools. 


Belief That Employers, Tiring of Labor 
Troubles, May Order a Gen- 
eral Lock-Out. 


The local unions of the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters started anew yester- 
day to order strikes all over the city against 
the Amalgamated Carpenters’ Society; ail 
negotiations for a settlement of the pre- 
vious, strikes having failed. Delegates 
Gaillard and Odell of the Brotherhood re- 
ported that about 10,000 men are now on 
strike belonging to the Brotherhood, which 
is an increase of 6,000 to the number pre- 
viously out. About 1,000 more will be or- 
dered out in Jersey City, Newark, and 
other places. 

This additional strike of the carpenters 
will seriously retard some public improve- 
ments. Among them is a new public school, 
No. 188, in East Third Street. 
completed, will have accommodations for 
5,000 pupils, and will be the largest school 
in the world for students of the elementary 
grades. Other schools affected are the 
Commercial High School, in Sixty-fifth 
Street, west of Broadway; the Morris High 
School, in the Bronx; the new schools at 
One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street and 
Lenox Avenue, and One Hundred and 
Sixty-fifth Street and Union Avenue, and 
sevyera: other up-town schools. 

An appeal was made to the Brotherhood 
of Carpenters by the Board of Education 
for the return of the carpenters to these 
schools, but the officers of the brotherhood 
were inexorable. 

An attempt was made to bring about 
arbitration between the Amalgamated Car- 
penters’ Society and the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters by arranging a meeting of rep- 
resentatives of both unions at the Ashland 
Jiouse yesterday morning. Frank Duffy, 
National Secretary of the brotherhood, re- 
ported there, but no representative of the 
Amalgamated Society appeared to meet 
him. After waiting for some time, he be- 
came highly incensed, and announced that 
ithe United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners would take every member of their 
organization from every contract in the 
city agairst the Amalgamated Carpenters 
Society. s . 

“If the builders want to side with the 
Amalgamated Society,” he said, “let them 

ive them ali their work; we don’t want it. 
Frey can’t get endugh men in the United 
Stetes and Canada to supply the men they 
need in this city, and they will have to 
come to_our terms and throw out the Amal- 
eAmged men.’’ 

He also said that he would ask the 
Executive Committee of the brotherhood 
te order strikes on the contracts of the 
George A. Fuller Company in Boston, Bt. 
Louis, Chicago, and Philadelphia as a re- 
taliatory measure for their partiality to- 
ward the members cf the Amalgamated 
Society. 

The Board of Building Trades met yester- 
day end reaffirmed its decision to stand by 
the Amalgamated Carpenters’ Society. A 
representative of the board said that the 
Amalgamated Carpenters’ Society would 
supply all the men that were needed. Many 
brotherhood men, he asserted, were joining 
the society at meetings which were held 
continuously at Central Hall, 147 West 
Thirty-second Street. 

As the Amalgamated Scciety is now 
thoroughly supported by the Soard of 
Building Trades, any attempt te put union 
men to work will mean the ordering of 
general sympathetic strikes invoiving all 
the tuilding trades. 

The Plasterers’ Labcerers, 3,000 in num- 
her, haye made a general demand for an 
advance in Wages from $3.25 to $3.50 a 
day, to go into effect at once. A strike of 
the Plasterers’ Laborers occurred yester- 
Gay at the new Metropolitan Life Bulld- 
ing, Twenty-third Street and Madison 
Avenue, to enforce the advance. 

A hitch has arisen in the negotiations 
between the 8,000 union bricklayers and the 
Muson Builders’ Association, over a de- 
mand of the bricklayers that the foremen 
must belong to the union. A* meeting of 
the Joint Arbitration Board of Mason 
Building Association and the Bricklayers’ 
Union will be held this week™-at which a 
final attempt will be made to bridge over 
the difficulty. A strike of the bricklayers 
would affect 40.000 men and about twelve 
other trades. 

There seemed to be an impression yes- 
terday that unless the strikes are soon 
ended the empioyers may order a general 
fockeut of all union men. 


TOWBOATMEN’S ARBITRATORS. 


Railroads and Employes Make Selec- 
tions—Independents’ Trouble 
Unsettied. 


General Manager Besler of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, Chairman of the 
meeting last week between representatives 
of the eight railroads which have trans- 
portation by water, and of the Marine En- 
gineers’ Association, 4t which it was 
agreed to arbitrate the differences between 
the association and the railroads, said yes- 
terday that the railroads have fixed on an 
arbitrator, but his consent had not been 
obtained. Mr. Besler refused to give his 
nameé.. 

Assistant Manager Murphy of the Ma- 
rine Engineers’ Association said yesterday 
that Louis Bernier, President of the asso- 
ciation,; had been selected as arbitrator on 
behalf of the association. 

The Advisory Committee of the Associa- 
tion for the Protection of the Commerce of 
the Port of New York held a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon in the Produce Exchange. 
F. B. Dalzell presided. Marcus M. Marks 
of the New York Civic Federation made a 


strong plea for arbitration, but nothing 
definite was done. It was agreed to bring 
the matter before a general meeting of the 
association which will take place to-day. 
The Marine Engineers’ Association will 
meet to-night. 

Several sailing vessels remained out at 
anchor all day yesterday for want of tow- 
boats. The independent towboat proprie- 
tors sprang a new move on the association 
by putting part of their boats out of com- 
mission and paying men the advance de- 
manded on the rest of their boats. The 
business of the towing companies at the 
present time is very light. 

Business Manager Kolb of the Marine 
Engineers’ Association said last night that 
if the towboat owners had a serious idea 
of continuing this plan the probability is 
that the marine engineers now employed, 
if they belonged to the association, would 
resign.. No overtures had been made to 
the association by the New York Civic 
Federation. 

The engineers employed by the Corne}] 
Steamboat Company, who went on strike on 
Saturday, have agreed to arbitrate their 
differences with the stipulation that in 
the meantime they shall return to work. 


MORE TRACKMEN GO OUT. 


Marchers from New York Spread Revolt 
Along the New Haven Line and 
Return Home. 


Special to The New York Times. 

STAMFORD, Conn., May 4.—The strike 

among the trackmen of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad ‘Company, 
inaugurated Friday by a gang of twenty- 
five men, who quit work at the Harlem 
River, demanding $2 per day and eight 
hours’ work instead of a ten-hour day for 
$1.50, has spread throughout the New York 
Division. The march of the strikers, 200 
strong, armed with short sticks, effectual- 
ly stopped all work in the track and cén- 
struction lines. 

Roadmaster Perkins says that fully two- 
thirds of the men who stopped work did 
so out of fear of the strikers. He expected 
that most of the men would report for 
work to-day. Instead more went out. 

Mr. Perkins also stated that many of 
the gangs were laid off temporarily by their 
foremen, to keep them away from the 
strikers. Whether the _men who quit to- 


day did so because of intimidation or for 
the latter reason coulg not be ascertained. 
It is estimated that fully 600 laborers 
Rave been induced to stop work by the 
strikers.

CHICAGO LAUNDRY STRIKE. 


Augmented by Shut-Down of Works In 
Evanston, a Suburb—Soiled Linen 
in Restaurants. 


CHICAGO, May 4.—The strike movement 
of the laundry workers was augmented to- 
day bythe closing down of the five steam 
laundries in Evanston,.the north shore 
suburb, and labor leaders declare that not 


a wheel will turn in an Evanston laundry 
until the Chicago trouble is settled. 

All the laundries in the city remained 
closed to-day, and restaurant proprietors 
have begun‘ issuing printed apologies for 
the noticeable absence of napkins and for 
soiled tablecloths. The strikers are mak- 
ing great efforts to induce the Chinese 
laundrymen to join them. 


River Tunnel Strike Still On. 
General Manager Fry of the force which 
is’ constructing the North River tunnel be- 
tween Fifteenth Street, Jersey City, and 
Morton Street, sent word yesterday to the 
compressed air workers who have been on 


strike for two weeks, that he would meet 
a committee of them and talk over what 
the strikers wanted. He said, however, 
that he would not meet a delegate or dele- 
gaticn 6f outsiders.

SUGAR TEST CASE REVERSED. 


Circuit Court Hands Down Decision In- 
volving Hundreds of Thousands of 
Dollars in Duties. 


Judge Townsend, in the United States 
Circuit Court, yesterday, handed down @ 
decision to the effect that the later modi- 
fied polariscope tests. of the saccharine 
strength of sugar obliged importers to pay 
higher duties than those exacted under the 


earlier tests, ard quoted testimony to show 
that fully 30 per cent. of the tests indicated 
the sugar to be more than chemically pure, 
which is, of course, impossible. This re- 
verses decisions by the Colleetor of the 
Port and the Board of General Appraisers 
from which appeal was taken in 1808 by 
Bartram Brothers, Benjamin Howell, So 
& Co., and the American Sugar Refinin 
Company, whd claimed that the officia 
polariscope test should mean the test ar- 
rived at by methods used by buyers and 
sellers of sugars, while the. method pre- 
seribed by the Secretary of the Treasury 
differs from this standard in essential par- 
ticulars, and has resulted in erroneous 
figures and the exaction of excessive du- 
ties upon the sugars. 

Assistant United States District Attorney 
Platt, however, claimed that the inaccu- 
rate methods of private chemists in the 
pay of antagonistic buyers and sellers gen- 
erally resulted in compromise agreements 
and formulated no accurate polariscope 
test, and that an order by Secretary Gage 
on Oct. 27, 1897, regulating polariscope 
tests for the guidance of customs officers 
was clearly within the Government's rights. 

lt was said afterward that the Govern- 
ment would carry the casé to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals and then, 
if necessary, to the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Judge Townsend found after studying 
tables that the polariscope test differed 
according to the temperature of the instru- 
ments. The case involves many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to the Government 
paid in duties under protest of the im- 
porters.

LEGAL NOTES. 


NEGLIGENCE ON A HicHway.—Alleged neg- 
ligence in depositing material for public im- 
provements on a highway in such a man- 
ner and in so close proximity to the driv®- 


way as to cause horses of ordinary gen- 
tleness to become frightened, was the sub- 
ject. of an opinion in the case of Nye vs. 
Dibley, decided by a Minnesota court (93 
Northwestern Reporter, 524). It was held 
that the defendants, contractors with the 
public authorities, had the right to de- 
posit the material upon the highway at a 
point reasonably convenient for use in the 
work, but in so doing their own. conve- 
nience was not the primary object for con- 
sideration. In respect to the place and 
manner of depoSiting such material, the 
Court held. “the defendants were bound to 
respect the rights of the public to the use 
of the highway and to use ordinary care 
to so deposit it, as to place and manner, 
as not to obstruct unecessarily its free use, 
or cause horses of ordinary gentleness to 
become frightened, and the fact that other 
horses of ordinary gentleness were fright- 
ened by the material so deposited in the 
highway by the defendants was compe- 
tent evidence.’’

NATIONAL BANKS DOMESTIC CORPORA- 
TIONS.—The legal representative of the ea- 
tate of Thomas F. Cushing ¢!aimed, before 
Surrogate Fitzgerald, that 100 shares of 
stock of the National Bank of Commerce, 
begueathed by Mr. Cushing, were not sub- 
ject to the transfer tax because the dece- 
dent was a non-resident, and the stock 
certificate was witrout the State. The 
Surrogate, in deciding that the stock is 
taxable, holds that in legal contemplation 
the wroperty of the shareholder is where 
the corporation exists, and that the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, although created 
and organized under Federal law, is a do- 
mestic corporation, for a Federal corpora- 
tion is such in each State where it transacts 
business. ‘Its residence,’’ continued Sur- 
rogate Fitzgerald, “is the place in which 
it is authorized to condrct its corporate | 
affairs. A Natidnal bank exists solely in 
the locality where it is empowered to do 
business, and the Federal statutes provide 
expressly for the taxation of their shares 
by the State within whose boundariés the 
association ir located; subject to, the pro- 
hibition of the taxation of such an invest- 
tnent at a grenter rate than is assessed 
upon other moneyed capital in the hanjs 
of individual citizens of such State. Owr 
cwn Code of Civil Procedure (Section 3,343, 
Subdivision 18, declares that a ‘domestic 
corporation is a corporation located in the 
State and created under the laws of the 
United States.’ And Congress has enacted 
that ‘all National banking associations es- 
tablished under the law of the United 
States shall, for the purpose of all actions 
by or against them, &¢,, be deemed citi- 
zens of the State in which they are ré- 
spectively located, and in such cases the 
Circuit and District Court shall not have 
een other than such as they would 

ave in cases between individual catizens 
of the same State.’ ”’

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BATTLE WITH POLICE 


Mobs Parade Streets and, Try to 
intimidate Subway Workmen. 


Two Serious Riots in Brooklyn—Many 
Arrests Made and Several Per- 
sons Are Injured, 


Large bands of excited Italians, number- 
ing in all about 3,000, who were employed 
in rock drilling and excavating in various 
parts of the city, but who went out on a 
strike for higher wages on May 1, spent 
yesterday parading through the streets of 
Manhattan, the Bronx, and Brooklyn, try- 
ing to induee by arguments, threats, and 
sheer force all of their similarly employed 
countrymen to join their force. 

In doing so, they precipitated several se- 
rious riots, which the police reserves of a 
dozen stations were called upon to quell. 
There were two violent encounters between 
the policemen and the strikers in Brooklyn. 
They battled with each other desperately, 
the policemen beating the Italians with 
their nightstiéks and firing their revolvers, 
and the strikers fighting with revolvers, 
knives, and clubs. 

Much blood was spilled in these clashes. 
One policeman, Charles Murphy—‘ Mile-a- 
Minute" Murphy his associates call him— 
the. bicycle rider and detective of the Clas- 
son Avenue Station, Brooklyn, had his nose 
broken by an enraged Italian, and others 
were badly beaten and bruised. Twenty- 
five arrests were made, and nearly a thou- 
sand strikers engaged in that riot, which 
was at Lexington and Franklin Avenues, 
Brooklyn, just before noon. 

In the other serious fight, which was in 
Brownsville, twice that numoer of Itailuns 
were in the mob, Less serious were the 


ricts at Broudway uni Sixty-fifth Street, 
Manhattan, and in Pelham A/enue, Pronx. 

The striking Italians are members of @ 
recently orgunized union and, et Surday s 
meeting of- tho Central Federated Urio.t, 
received th} support of that body, with 
which the new crganization is affiliated. 
Those at the head of the new union dis- 
claim ahy part in-—the vivience of yester- 
day, and say that they have done all in 
their power to stop it, 

In Manhattan the disturbance started 
soon after 8 o'clock. A band of the idle 
men marched down Broadway from the 
Italian district, went to West End Avenue 
and tried to compel the men in the subway 
&t Broadway and Sixty-fifth Street to 
leave their work. Before that, however, 
they drove the three or four Italian labor- 
ers away from their work on the Broadway 
Arcade, a building in the course of con- 
struction at that corner. 

After making those workmen run away 
in fear, three of the leaders of the Dard, 
which numbered nearly 100 men; mounted a 
large pile of dirt near the building, and, 

athering their followers around them, 

arangued them in their native language. 

Evidently much wrought up by these 
speeches, the men turned toward the sub- 
way opening in the centre of the triangle. 
Some of the strikers swung down into the 
hole, all of them taiking excitedly. ‘ 

Policeman Timothy Leehane of the West 
Sixty-éighth Street Station was nearby, 
and, single-handed, tried to make the gang 
disperse. Seeing the danger he was in he 
started for the station house for assist- 
ance. But some citizen, anticipating the 
need, had telephoned for the reserves, who 
came on the run. The policemen, drawing 
their clubs, charged on the Italians,, who 
scurried away, some of them running 
through the tunnel us far as Seventy-sec- 
ond Street. 

There was trouble threatened at other 
perete along the Broadway tunnel, and ex- 

ra policemen were sent to patrol the strect 
for nearly twenty biocks. 

About 500 idle Italians started out, at 
about 9 o'clock, from the Brooklyn head- 
quarters of the union, at 1,832 Gates Ave- 
nue, and marched down Gates and into 
Bedford Avenue, stopping wherever Ital- 
fans were employed and compelling them 
to join their ranks. When the mob reached 
Lexington and Franklin Avenues, they 
halted. 

Police Cant. Buchanar. of the Classon 
Avenue Station when he saw the men pass 
by culled out the reserves and the patrol 
wagon, and had the men fcllowed tn order 
that no disturbance might be permitted 
to develop. The strikers appeared to be 
nates then, and the police detail lagged be- 
lind. 

Detective Charles Murphy and Policeman 
Micgaughin strove to compel the men to 
move on. The strikers turned on the offi- 
cers. Knives were drawn, and some of 
the Italians drew clubs from beneath their 
coata. 

The two policemen attacked the mob. 
One Italian drew a revolver and shoved it 
in Detective Murphy's face. The officer 
with his left hand wrenched the weapon 
from the man's hand and with his right 
struck him a teriffic blow in the face, 
knocking him down. 

Another Italian struck Murphy in the 
face. The blow broke the policeman’s 
nose, but with his pocket stick he dealt his 
assailant a hard blow over the head which 
nearly rendered him unconscious. Mean- 
while Policeman Micgaughin was striking 
right and left with his club. 

The Classon Avenue Station reserves hur 
ried to the scene, and the rioters ran, most 
of them up Clifton Place. They were fol- 
lowed by the policemen, who succeeded in 
capturing many prisoners after desperate 
struggles. Nineteen men were taken to the 
station house. All of them were found to 
be armed with weapons of every sort. The 
man who assaulted Policeman Murphy and 
broke his nose proved to be Dominic Tale- 
rico, twenty-nine years old, of 52 Franklin 
Avenue. He was taken to the Myrtle Ave- 
nue Police Court, where he was fined $10 
for carrying concealed weapons, and was 
held in default of $500 bail on a charge of 
felonious assault. The others were held 
in default of $200 bail each on charges of 
disorderly conduct. 

The trouble in Brownsville started at 8 
o'clock, when nearly 2,000 strikers marched 
to the corner of Dean Street and Stone Ave- 
nue and. tried to compel the thirty laborers 
employed by the Inter-State Paving Com- 
pany to leave their work. The mob wasscat- 
tered by police reserves, but they marched 
to Blake Avenue and Osborn Street, where 
they halted and blocked the street. The re- 
serves were called out again, and again the 
strikers were induced to move on without 
violence, The third time the police were 
summoned was when the strikers congre- 
gated at Liberty and Osborn Streets, 
where they found four Italians at work. 
The strikers charged on them and the 
workmen fled. Capt. Gardiner and two 

ergeants from the Brownsville station ran 
Pp just as the trouble started. The strikers 
gathered weapons wherever they could. 
From cases in front of a drug store they 
teok two dozen soda bottles. There were 
only eight policemen there then, but they 
charged on the mob. The bottles and other 
missiles and stones were hurled, and several 
of the policemen were struck and bruised, 
but none seriously hurt. Six prisoners were 
en. 

Up-in the Bronx, only twenty of the 250 
mer. employed by Henry Lipp on excava- 
tons fcr water mains in. Pelham Avenue 
showed up for work yesterday morning. 
Several of the men called on their employer 
on Sunday and told him that they would 
not dare to report. 

About 100 of the strikers appeared at the 
place of work yesterday morning. Mr. Lipp 
ad fifty policernen sent to the scene. The 
first precaution taken was to bury a large 
cese of dynamite and to station a police 
guard over it. There was some trouble 
during the’ day, but the presence of the po- 
lice prevented anything serious. 

The committee of seven appointed on Sun- 
day by. the Central Federated Union to look 
after the strike of the rockmen and exca- 
vators met yesterday in the office of Her- 
man Robinson, the organizer of the union, 
at 25 Broadway. They prepared and sent 
to John B. McDonald, the subway contract- 
or, a letter arranging for a conference, 
which will probably be held. to-day. Mr. 
McDonald says the work on the subway 
must not stop, And that if the Italans now 
here will not work he will be compelled to 
engage men who will. 

he pees. expecting that the trouble

District Attorney Jerome Appealed to 
by Seven Disinherited Nephews and 
Nieces of Aged Recluse. 


Application was made to District Attor- 
ney Jerome yesterday by Samuel I. Fergu- 
son, attorney for the seven disinherited 
nephews and nieces of William Weisel, the 
aged recluse who died April 9 at 444 Lex- 
ington Avenue, tp have him begin an in- 
vestigation into the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of the man. The ex- 
humation of the body also is demanded on 
the ground that there are suspicious cir- 
cumstances connected with the death and 
with the will filed last week.

Mr, Ferguson said yesterday that he had 
not seen the District Attorney personally, 
as Mr. Jerome had been busily engaged, 
but that the application made was formal 
and in writing.. The case will be pressea 
further to-day, when Mr, Ferguson will 
apply to the Magistrate at the East 
Fifty-seventh Street Court for two war- 
rants for persons connected with the case. 
An application has been made to have Na- 
than Ritter, one of the disinherited neph- 
ews, granted letters of administration of 
the estate. 

The will, which named Morris Stern, a 
dry goods merchant at Columbus Avenue 
and One Hundred and Third Street; Lillie 
Lederer, and Philip Freed, the latter a 
niece and a nephew, as executors, is 
claimed to be illegal, as not being signed by 
Weisel, or, if signed-by him, to have been 
signed through undue influence having 
been exerted. Weisel is buried at Linden 
Hill. His estate is estimated to be worth 
about $300,000, ’
